Southern markets for crude oil were quiet 
and easy with 8c. generally bid.

The market for fertilizer chemicals was 
very dull as last week neared its close. 
Continued cold weather handicaps trade but 
sellers expect a rush demand just as soon 
as mixtures start to move off the mixing 
floors. Except for schedule items, the prices 
are nominal because of lack of trading. 


Chinawood Oil Firm 


Chinawood oil remained firm late in the 
week. The market was quieter, the advance 
during the week making buyers inclined to 
hold off. Hankow continued firm, however, 
prices there being above a parity with do- 
mestic quotations. Offerings were generally 


light. 


Agar Agar Easier and Lower 


Because of the lower prices at which new 
crop agar agar, for March arrival, can be 
purchased, spot quotations were lower late 
last week. Prices on No. 1 were noted at 8c. 
to 82c. per pound; No. 2, 75c. to 77c.; No. 
8, 60c. to 62c. Stocks of the No. 2 and No. 
3 grades were light. ~ March arrivals of new 
crop Merchandise .were being offered at 66c. 
per pound for the No. 1; 60c. for No, 2, 
and 52c,. for No. 3.

Foreign Tariff Notes 


Information recently published by 
the department of Commerce on for- 
eign tariffs and related trade regula- 
tions includes the following data:— 


Alcohol.—Morocco (French Zone) has 
made alcohol and alcohols containing 
aromatic extracts intended for the 
manufacture of absinthe and similar 
products for exportation, free of duty 
and free of the internal consumption 
tax temporarily. 


Fats and Oils.—France has put on 
the duty free list, temporarily, various 
oils and fatty substances intended for 
processing and re-exportation. 


Fertilizers.—Belgium and Germany 
have signed an agreement’. supple- 
mental to the commercial treaty of 
1925, prolonging to December 31, 1940, 
with certain minor changes, the Ger- 
man duty quotas on imports of fer- 
tilizers from Belgium. 


Glass.—Belgium has postponed to 
March 15 the effective date of the de- 
cree requiring imports of certain glass 
articles to bear an indication of the 
country of origin. 


Latex.—French Indo-China has re- 
duced the export tax on liquid latex 
from 0.10 piaster to 0.04 piaster per 
100 net kilos, and on concentrated latex 
from 0.10 piaster to 0.06 piaster per 100 
net kilos; and for additional shipments 
involving fractions of 100 kilos, from 
0.01 piaster per 10 kilos to 0.01 piaster 
per 25 kilos. 


Logwood.—Haiti has continued for 
another year from January 16 the ex- 
emption of logwood and logwood roots 
from payment of export duty. 


Margarin.—Sweden has reduced the 
excise tax on margarin from 0.30 crown 
to 0.20 crown per kilo, and the import 
duty from 0.45 crown to 0.35 crown per 


kilo. 


Mineral Oils.—Belgium has increased 
the excise taxes on light and medium 
mineral oils, including gasoline and 
kerosene, refined in Belgium, by fixing 
the rate at 7.50 franes per hectoliter 
below the import duties on similar 
products, instead of the former dif- 
ferential of 30 francs per hectoliter on 
light oils and 20 francs per hectoliter 
on medium oils. 


Olive Oil.—Belgium, as a result of an 
amendment to the commercial treaty 
with France, has reduced the import 
duty on olive oil from 30 frances to 20 
franes per 100 net kilos. 


Perfismed Greases.—Belgium, as a 
result of an amendment to the com- 
mercial treaty with France, has placed 
on the duty free list perfumed greases 
previously dutiable at 11% percent ad 
valorem, 





Vienna Lime.—Uruguay has reduced 
the import duty on Vienna lime im- 
ported for manufacturing glue from 
31 percent plus a surtax of 21 percent 
of an official customs valuation of 14 
pesos per 100 gross kilos, to 5 percent 
plus a surtax of 4 percent of the same 
official customs valuation.

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Bargains for All 


The absurdity of the idea behind the tar- 
iff bargains, popularly miscalled “reciprocal 
trade agreements,” in the negotiating of 
which the government of the United States 
has been so enthusiastically engaged for 
some months, is further attested by the an- 
nouncement that Brazil has extended the 
concessions made in the agreement of this 
sort, that became effective January 1, to 
twenty-six other countries. At least one 
of these (Germany) is a country with which 
the United States does not have a most-fa- 
vored-foreign-nation treaty. 

Whether one greets this announcement 
with a “Ho! Hum!” of a foregone conclu- 
sion or with profanity depends on his tem- 
perament. It may depend on the nature 
and extent of his business dealings with 
3razil or with one or more of that nation’s 
concessionaires. It must be admitted that 
the extension bears out the much-befogged 
business truism that “bargain” is but a 
synonym for “delusion” and “snare.” It is 
too early to judge the effect of the tariff 
bargain on the trade of the United States 
with Brazil. (One American corporation is 
reopening its manganese mines in that 
country, which means a curtailment of its 
purchases from Russia.) But, much of the 
optimism regarding increased exports to 
Brazil will be wiped out. 

There can be no reasonable condemna- 
tion of the Brazilian government for letting 
twenty-six other nations in on the bargain 
it made with the United States. The con- 
cessions granted by this country to Brazil 
are open to at least as many others by rea- 
son of “favorite” treaties. The whole doing 
is stamped with absurdity. While it is true 
that discrimination in trade has as little 
place among nations as it has among indi- 
viduals in business, there is no sense in set- 
ting up what purports to be a discrimina- 
tory agreement that means next to nothing. 

Secause in many other countries it is dif- 
ficult, if not impossible for importers to get 
money to spend abroad, payment for goods 
sold to those countries must be taken in 
their goods. If the United States would 
benefit from its bargaining, it also must 
bargain on a barter basis. 


Training for Industrial Needs 


Revival of one of the largest groups of 
industrial fellowships in chemical research 
is attributed by the sponsoring corporation 
to a definite shortage of this type of scien- 
tific workers. Revival of the national 
movement for more extensive and _ better- 
supported vocational education is backed 
by statements of similar import. Reports 
from numerous industries, especially in the 
field of the production of mechanical equip- 
ment and other capital goods, tell of diff- 
culties in getting skilled workers in suffi- 
cient numbers to take care of increasing 
demand for these articles. 

At the same time, hundreds of trained 
chemists are enrolled with the unemploy- 
ment bodies of the profession; similar con- 
ditions obtain in engineering and other 
technical circles; thousands of skilled ar- 
tisans are reported to be engaged in un- 
suitable employment or on relief. The sit- 
uation is not so anomalous as it at first 
sight appears to be, except in the manner 
and degree in which many economic situa- 
tions, like want in the midst of plenty, are 
anomalous. Its implications, after thor- 
ough sifting, are reducible to the simple 
truth that industry has not planned so well, 
even on the well-developed side of produc- 
tion, as its needs require. They support 


the conclusion that the development of in- 
dustrial production, largely because of an 
over-extended evaluation of the machine, 
has run more to process and product than 
it has to personnel. 

The personal equation remains the most 
essential factor in human progress, even in 
human existence. Chemistry and mechan- 
ics have had an influence on progress, which 
has unquestionably reduced the importance 
of the human factor in respect of quantity. 
They have made it possible for one man to 
do the work of perhaps two, perhaps five, 
perhaps ten—and often to do it better, when 
measured by results. But, they have in- 
creased the importance of the quality of the 
human factor. And most often among the 
numbers displaced there has not been one 
in ten with the qualifications necessary to 
fill the bigger job. 

There has been- no dearth, even in the 
periods of greatest demand, of theoretically 
trained chemists, engineers, and other tech- 
nicians. The schools and universities have 
turned out thousands annually. These 
graduates to too large an extent were not 
fitted for the quality demands of industry. 
They still needed special training to equip 
them for the increasing specialization of in- 
dustrial processes. Industry, because of 
unfortunate shortsightedness, has not had 
the inclination, and consequently could not 
find the time, to attend to this necessary 
training. Hence the supply of specially 
trained workers has not kept pace with de- 
mand, and this condition has been con- 
stantly aggravated by the increasing need 
that those with qualifying experience con- 
fine themselves to narrower and still nar- 
rower fields of application. 

In the field of research, both in chemistry 
and physics, there are and long have been 
many workers. Out of their labors has 
come and is coming much of practical use- 
fulness. More of the practical results, but 
of course not all, are to be found among 
the workers in industrial plants than 
among those in educational institutions. 
This has long been recognized, and to an 
extent the reasons for it have been under- 
stood. Scientific and related technical prog- 
ress in industry quite naturally has outdis- 
tanced the teaching of applied technology. 
It is not advisable that industry disclose 
its expectations of discovery and invention. 
Hence industry, in the part that it should 
take in the developing and maintenance of 
an adequately qualified technical personnel, 
is handicapped by the definite, practical 
limitations of what it can do. 

Although the major objectives of chem- 
ical or physical research are valuable trade 
secrets, there are many side problems in 
which the assistance of educational institu- 
tions can be enlisted with advantage. This 
is equally true with respect to the prepara- 
tory clearing of the ground. And it is espe- 
cially true with respect to the preparatory 
training of workers for special tasks. This 
assistance, if it is to be adequate, must be 
plotted and directed, as well as sought, by 
industry. It is in this connection that in- 
dustry has not planned so well as it should 
have and could have planned. The fault 
does not lie wholly with industry. Schools 
and colleges are loath to disturb the rou- 
tine of specific courses; very often their 
teaching staffs are not numerically or by 
qualifications sufficient to direct extensive 
and diversified special work. 

The establishment and maintenance of 
fellowships in technical research is a step 
in the direction of co-operation of industry 
and education that is desirable and to an 
extent is profitable. Much good of a con- 


tributory nature could be accomplished by 
similar support of scholarships for still 
earlier technical or vocational training. 
The measure of co-operation attainable 
will define the practical value of the results. 
But, it cannot be gainsaid that in many re- 
spects the best results are obtainable 
through the operation of schools in the 
plant. Such teaching has its limits, but 
they are not always so narrow as are those 
of other methods, and they have by no 
means been reached in practice. 





Getting Together Is Good 


Although the occasion is more one of so- 
ciability than of business, there is a prom- 
ising and profitable idea in the annual joint 
luncheon meetings of the paint industry 
group of San Francisco and the local asso- 
ciation of purchasing agents. It is good for 
both when buyers and sellers get together 
in a spirit of good fellowship, mixing a lit- 
tle business with a large measure of social 
purpose. There is still greater good in 
their periodically joining in a discussion of 
business relations, with enough pleasure 
admixed to sweeten any possible acerbity. 

All the troubles of the business world 
are caused by sociologic faults, by misun- 
derstandings, by inadequate appreciation or 
acquaintance, by failure to recognize the 
reciprocal nature of human relationships 
and the interdependence of related inter- 
ests. Distance does not lend enchantment 
in this connection. False impressions re- 
sist the best letters; they are not corrected 
by telephoned explanations; nor are they 
eliminated in the brief contacts of business 
routine. To know the man with whom you 
do business, to understand his point of 
view, to get down into what he must think 
and plan and endeavor, it is necessary to 
meet him on neutral ground. 

The ancient social practice of gathering 
in the crossroads store did more to main- 
tain goodwill in business than all the price 
concessions and other bargains that were 
ever contrived. It also enabled the store- 
keeper to be better informed of opportuni- 
ties to make a sale and of the status of his 
credit risks than his successor can be with 
the aid of information agencies. The pass- 
ing of the sociability of storekeeping opened 
the way for competition that destroys in 
order that it may fatten in unshared fields. 

The country has grown too big for the 
old-fashioned type of business as a daily 
practice; although more attention to hu- 
man relationships and less devotion to the 
contriving of bargains might build better 
than is built by modern methods. It is still 
more profitable to sell one hundred thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of goods at a net profit 
of 10 percent than to dispose of a million 
dollars’ worth and at best break even. There 
is far more comfort, physical as well as 
mental, in selling to ten customers under 
really friendly conditions than there is in 
haggling and chiseling with a hundred. 

Friendly business relations depend on 
friendly human relations. These, in turn, 
must stand on mutuality of understanding, 
appreciation, and respect. The exigencies 
of business may dictate, as is not unknown, 
that one buy from, or sell to, a man whom 
he would be most reluctant to meet person- 
ally. The proper cultivation of the human 
side of business would, in such cases, do 
one of two things. Either it would result 
in the correction of objectionable practices, 
or it would eliminate the one who indulged 
in them. As either result would be for the 
good of business, the desirability of cultiva- 
ting remedial human relations is clear. 
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Copeland Adds Bill to

Basing Point Price 
System Is Assailed 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20, 1936. 





A bill to prohibit the basing point 
system of quoting prices was intro- 
duced today by Senator Burton K. 


Wheeler of Montana and Representa- 
tive Hubert Utterback of Iowa. 

In introducing the bill Senator 
Wheeler stated that many industries sell 
through the use of basing point, zone, 
or freight equalization methods, and 
that all of them substitute for com- 
petitive prices a formula’ by which 
any seller can tell in advance that 
every other seller’s delivered price will 
be identical with his own for any given 
delivery point. He declared that this 
results in giving the manufacturer the 
transportation savings if he uses a 
form of delivery cheaper than the rail 
rate quoted, and permits national dis- 


tribution from plants not advanta- 
geously located to serve remote sec- 
tions. 


Senator Wheeler said that the basing 
point method deprives consumers of 
price competition and tends to fix con- 
stantly increased prices, and that the 
retention of high price levels for many 
commodities by means of such artifi- 
cial devices has retarded recovery from 
the depression. 


Swiss Tariff Bargain 
Effective February 15 


The reciprocal trade agreement, or 
tariff bargain, between the United 
States and Switzerland became effec- 
tive February 15. It was proclaimed 
by President Roosevelt January 9. 

The concessions in the Swiss pact 
cover a wide range of products on both 
sides. Some of these are particularly 
important to the chemical, dye, and 
related industries of the United States. 
Particulars were given in the REPORTER 
for January 13.

Chemical Price Average Held 


Price changes in the markets for heavy and fine chemicals last 
week were few and of relatively minor importance. They had no 
effect on the general average. Business continued dull. The only 
reason offered was the adverse weather conditions; this did not seem 
adequate. Supplies of coaltar solvents and other bases were further 
reduced, but demand also was not heavy for these or for more re- 
fined materials, with the exception of phthalic anhydride and 
betanaphthol. 

Prices were advanced on antimony metal, powdered molybde- 
num metal, santonin, tankage, dried blood, and corn syrup. Lower 
prices were quoted on domestic and imported casein, garnet, T.N., 
and superfine shellacs, and fertilizer tankage at Chicago. 

The Reporter’s composite index number of prices for heavy and 
fine chemicals was unchanged at 125.4 (compared with August 1, 
1914, as 100). In comparison with average prices in 1926 (as 100), 
the REporTER’s index number is now 88.8, the same as it was at this 


time last year. 
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Narcotic Control Shift

Glauber’s Salt in Great 
Quantity Found in Dakota 


Discovery Reported by University 
Engineers at Convention 


Of A.I.M.M.E. 


Discovery last Summer of large de- 
posits of glauber’s salt, estimated to 
total 20,000,000 tons, in the northwest- 
ern part of North Dakota by Federal 
relief workers, was reported during 
the sessions of the 145th annual meet- 
ing of the American Institute of Min- 
ing and Metallurgical Engineers, held 
in the Engineering Societies building, 
this city, February 17 to 21. The re- 
port was presented by Professor Irvin 
Lavine and Herman Feinstein of the 
University of North Dakota. The dis- 
covery was made, the report said, as 
the result of a survey confined pri- 
marily to three counties. Eight de- 
posits in all were discovered and the 
survey provided work for sixty-eight 
men from relief rolls and in addi- 
tion gave employment to a number 
of graduate engineers. The few ob- 
stacles in the way of successful ex- 
ploitation of the deposits, the re- 
port pointed out, should be readily 
overcome. 

John M..Lovejoy, the newly elected 
president of the institute was honored 
at the organization’s annual banquet, 
at the Hotel Commodore, which was 
attended by approximately 1,000 mem- 
bers and guests. Dr. Henry A. Bueh- 
ler, the retiring president, introduced 
his successor, and also presented the 
awards given each year to mining 
engineers and metallurgists for tech- 
nical and managerial achievements.

Coconut Oil Tax Change 
Languishes in Congress 


Neither clas halite Nor 
Kenney Bill Faces Early 


Consideration 


Feb. 20, 1936. 





WASHINGTON, 
A bill (H.R. 11173) for the outright 
appeal of all excise taxes on coconut 
oil has been introduced by Representa- 
tive Edward A. Kenney of New Jersey. 
The bill would repeal both the process- 
ing tax of the revenue act of 1934 and 
the compensatory tax of the revenue 
act of 1935, leaving coconut oil un- 
taxed whether coming from the Philip- 
pine Islands or elsewhere. 
The Kenney bill probably will not be 


passed in view of the reluctance of 
Congress to act on the Guffey-Dock- 
weiler bill (S. 3004-H.R. 8000), which 


has been pending for many months and 
which would retain, the tax of 3 cents 
per pound on edible coconut oil from 
the Philippines and 5 cents on coconut 
oil from elsewhere, but would permit 
taxfree use of coconut oil when dena- 
tured for industrial purposes, 
Farm interests have opposed 
Guffey-Dockweiler bill, but it is 
sible that it may be considered because 
of the mounting number of injunctions 
in the Federal courts against collec- 
tion of this tax. At least ten such in- 
junctions have been issued in vari- 
ous parts of the country, the grounds

being that the tax is an unconstitu- 
tional attempt to regulate manufac- 
ture. These injunctions will be ap- 
peaied by the government, but if the 


appeals are not successful, new legis- 
lation probably will be considered. 


Narcotic Control Board 
Proposed in N.Y. State 


Creation of a division of narcotic 
control in the Commission of Health of 
the State of New York is proposed in 
a bill (No. 959) introduced in the State 
legislature by Senator McNaboe. The 
proposed control body would have ad- 
ministrative authority with respect to 
the narcotic provisions of the public 
health law. 

The division of narcotic control 
would be headed by a supervisor, the 
office having a salary of $4,000 a year. 
The supervisor would have authority 
to appoint three investigators, to in- 
spect institutions, to revoke or sus- 
pend licenses, to cancel or withhold 
official blanks, and to compel testi- 
mony, including communications to 
physicians.

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DuPont Company Sets Up 
16 Research Fellowships 


Plan Revived from 1932 to 
Encourage Graduate Study 
In Chemistry 


With an increasing demand for re- 
search chemists and a definite short- 
age today in that type of scientific 
workers, E. I. du Pont de Nemours & 
Co., with a view to encouraging more 
promising students in research work 
in the field of chemistry, has again 
appropriated sufficient funds to permit 
establishing fellowships in twelve 
leading universities and colleges for 
the academic year 1936-1937. The pur- 
pose of the plan is to give assistance to 
a candidate to pursue graduate work 
in research. 

These fellowships in the past have 
enabled young men to continue grad- 
uate work in chemistry who otherwise 
would have found it impossible to go 
on. Since the company first began 
these awards there have been granted 
326 fellowships and 34 scholarships in 
31 institutions, and, in addition, there 
was a national fellowship awarded 
Johns Hopkins University for a period 
of four years. 

The plan of these fellowships is very 
similar to the one the du Pont Com- 
pany had placed in operation many 
years ago but discontinued in 1932. 
At that time there was an excess of 
young researchers with no offers of 
employment, and a feeling of uncer- 
tainty as to the future, which made it 
inadvisable to continue the, program. 
But today these conditions have 


. changed to such an extent that there is 


at present a very pronounced shortage 
of outstanding industrial research 
chemists. As business conditions have 
improved, industrial research has been 
resumed with renewed interest with 
the result that there is now keen com- 
petition for men of outstanding ability 
while the supply is becoming in- 
adequate for the demand. 

The appropriation for the resumption 
of these fellowships is $18,000, half of 
which is to cover the cost of contin- 
uing for the academic year 1936-1937 
four post-doctorate fellowships in or- 
ganic chemistry at $2,000 each, plus 
an additional $1,000 to cover the cost 
of extraordinary equipment that may

Deferred Payment Program 


Society Hears Trigg Outline 
Plan—Elects Marshall 
President 


CHICAGO, Feb. 21, 1936. 

An unfilled demand for paint in the 
United States approaching the value 
of nearly $5,000,000,000 has been built 
up during the years of the depres- 
sion and now challenges the abilities 
of the paint and allied industries to 
take advantage of it, according to 
Ernest T. Trigg, president of the Na- 
tional Paint, Varnish and Lacquer 
Association. He spoke before the an- 
nual convention of the International 
Society of Master Painters and Dec- 
orators, meeting at the Palmer House 
here February 17-21. His subject was 
“Painting Opportunities in 1936.” 

President Trigg declared America 
today is “paint hungry,” and the po- 
tential paint market is greater than 
ever. The crying need in the paint 
industry today is better merchandising, 


he asserted. That, and not manufac- 
turing or technical considerations, 
constitutes the weak spot in the in- 


dustry. He emphasized the point that 
the “Paint Now and Pay Out of In- 
come Plan” which has just been in- 
troduced in the paint industry, has 
been used by a great number of in- 
dustries with success and it could be 
just as successful in the painting 
world with the full co-operation of 
the industry. He pointed out that 
thousands of persons had been obliged 
to postpone from year to year the 
painting of their homes for lack of 
cash, and that in thousands of other 
cases painters had not been paid or 
the payments had been postponed. 
Now, he said, this situation has been 
changed and there are being set up 
all over the country methods for fi- 
nancing home painting, inside and out, 
which are bound to bring about an 
increase in the volume of painting. 
He said the National Paint, Varnish 
and Lacquer Association would carry 
on a personal campaign by mail with 
the individual members of the several 
councils of the international society 
to urge them to take advantage of 
the new method of obtaining greater 
business. 

The international society indorsed 
the deferred payment painting plan as 
explained by Mr. Trigg.

major producing quarter and at two 
important custom smelters. The two 
major copper producers who announced 
a price of 9%c. per pound are still 
adhering to that quotation. For the 
month to date sales of copper ap- 
proached 70,000 tons. It is apparent that 
February copper sales locally will rep- 
resent the best monthly tonnage con- 
tracted for since September, when 
85,828 tons were sold. Stocks of copper 
throughout the world increased 4,500 
tons during January, totaling about 
489,800 tons at the end of the month, 
compared with 485,300 tons on hand 
at the end of December. Total stocks 
of refined copper in the domestic mar- 
ket amounted to 232,800 tons at the end 
of January, a gain of 1,400 tons, com- 
pared with 231,400 tons on hand at the 
end of December. 

Copperas.—A firm tone continued 
prominent in this direction during the 
course of the week under review, with 
the shipments moving out in good 
volume and prices were unchanged. 
The steel industry was reported at a 
slightly lower operating level at 51.7 
percent of capacity as compared with 
52 percent in the previous week. 

Copper Salts.—This market noted an 
irregular call throughout the week, 
with the prices holding unchanged, and 
the red copper oxide displayed a firm 
tone, due to the statistical position of 
the market. The black article was in 
fair demand. 

Glauber’s Salt.—There was little to 
report in this market, with the ship- 
ments moving out at a fair pace, and 
prices ruled unchanged.

Insecticide Spray Residue 
Tolerances Set for 1936 


Official tolerances of residues from 
the use of poisonous insecticidal 
sprays on fruits and vegetables will be 
the same during 1936 as they were in 
1935. These are:—Lead, 0.018 grain 
per pound; arsenic trioxide, 0.01 grain 
per pound; fluorine, 0.01 grain per 
pound, 

Announcing the tolerances for 1936, 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture says that there will be no re- 
laxation of the effort to find practicable 
means of reducing the limit of lead 
residue to 0.014 grain per pound. 
Progress in this effort was made dur- 
ing 1935, according to the depart- 
ment, which says:— 

Gratifying progress continues in the 
reduction of lead arsenate spray residue. 
The vast majority of fruit of the 1935 
crop from one of the large producing sec- 
tions where spray residue removal is most 


diffic ult was successfully cleaned to a 
point below the ultimate goal of 0.914 
grain of lead per pound. However, in 


some instances the application of the 
most effective methods available for the 
removal of residue from fruit, and where 
precautionary spray schedules had been 
observed, failed to reduce the lead resi- 
due to below 0.018 grain of lead per 
pound.

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manding the full prices that have been 
noted recently. And this situation was 
brought about by some consumers 
who were taking advantage of the 
short position of the market by with- 
drawing full contract allotments as 
far as the imported and domestic ar- 
ticle was concerned and turning over 
the small surplus stocks. However, 
reports from abroad indicated that a 
severe shortage prevailed there, and all 
orders were subjected to cable ac- 
ceptance. In addition, the domestic 
sources indicated that the market ap- 
peared in the strongest price position 
on record for some few years. 

Business in the crude naphthalene 
continued good, and inquiries brought 
forth the reflection of the continuance 
of a shortage abroad. The market 
was strictly nominal as far as prices 
were concerned. But the full effects 
of the shortage were not expected to 
be felt until later in the year, especial- 
ly when the season for the refined 
material gets into full swing. This 
factor, plus the heavy demand being 
placed for betanaphthol and phthalic 
anhydride were expected to draw 
considerable interest. Phenol demand 
was good again last week, with the 
synthetic resin manufacturers as well 
as the other routine consumers sup- 
plying the call. 

A slight slackening was shown in 
the call for benzol, but the prices 
remained unchanged, although the 
sellers reported that a _ steady tone 
had supplanted the heretofore firm 
undercurrent. Demand for toluol re- 
flected the letdown in the automobile 
industry, but sellers reported the mar- 
ket noted a decidedly firm price ap- 
pearance. High flash naphtha was 
also in a firm price position. Solvent 
naphtha and xylol were unchanged, 
with the call equivalent to actual re- 
covery. Creosote oil was in fair de- 
mand. Steel operations were lower 
at 51.7 percent of capacity as com- 
pared with 52 percent in the preced- 
ing period. 


Basic Products 


Benzol.—Business in the basic prod- 
uct was considered slow during the 
week just ended, with the prices re- 
garded as steady, and sellers were 
naming the same quotations in effect 
in the preceding period. Usual buy- 
ers supplied the interest and a fair 
inquiry was noted for export account. 
Steel operations started the week at 
51.7 percent of capacity, against 52 per- 
cent in the previous week, according 
to the American Iron and Steel In- 
dustry. A month ago operations were 
at 49.9 percent of capacity and a year 
ago at 49.1 percent of capacity. Iron 
Age reported that steel activity will 
soon be checked unless there is relief 
from the almost complete tie-up of 
inland waterway facilities and con- 
gestion in railroad yards and ware- 
houses. Word from Akron stated that 
some labor unsettlement was noted in 
one of the major plants of the rubber 
industry. 

Cresol. — Demand was consideved 
fairly good during the period wnder

survey, with the shipments moving 
forward to usual consumers in favor- 
able volume, and prices were steady 
to firm. 

Creosote Oil.—Demand held up sat- 
isfactorily throughout the period un- 
der review, with the market displaying 
a decidedly firm tone. And the firm- 
ness could be attributed to the good 
volume of business on the books for 
delivery later in the year, as well as 
the statistical position of the market 
as far as surplus stocks were con- 
cerned, 

Cresylic Acid.—Orders reaching the 
market from the synthetic resin makers 
and the oil refiners resulted in the 
movement of a substantial total against 
contracts. Domestic makers and im- 
porters reported the market was in a 
strong price position; in fact, all im- 
ported business was subject to cable 
acceptance. On the other hand, small- 
lot business in some instances was said 
to have changed hands at slightly un- 
der the market price, this being due to 
some consumers turning over the com- 
modity after having withdrawn full 
contract allotments. 


Naphthalene.—Business in the crude 
product continued on a good scale 
throughout the week under review. The 
market was in a confused state as far 
as an actual price was concerned, with 
reports giving a wide rang to the quo- 
tations, which were all strictly nomi- 
nal. A scarcity was said to be still 
prevalent abroad. Prices for the re- 
fined article c«ntinued to display a 
firm tone, and a broadening in the call 
was looked for during the next month, 
when seasonal influences were expected 
to be reflected in the call. 

Phenol.—No slackening was shown 
in the call for this material during the 
week under review, with the synthetic 
resin industry and dyestuff interme- 
diate makers and other routine con- 
sumers placing the call ,and prices 
were termed firm. 

Solvent Naphtha.—The market for 
the industrial water white commodity 
experienced a demand sufficient to ab- 
sorb current production. The call for 
the high flash naphtha was considered 
exceptionally good, and a decidedly 
strong tone was apparent. 


Toluol.—Business in this market 
continued at a good pace throughout 
the week, with the shipments measur- 
ing up to the actual production, and 
prices were regarded as decidedly firm. 
Some slackening was noted in the au- 
tomobile industry last week, and the 
output in February was expected to be 
below the January total, but some im- 
provement in output was looked for 
during the next month, or coincident 
with the passing of the unfavorable 
weather conditions. 

Xylol—vThis market revealed little 
change, with the shipments moving 
forward at a good pace, and prices 
were unchanged, with a firm tone in 
evidence, for shipments were equiva- 
lent to actual recovery. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 19.—Coaltar bases have 
shown little change in price here recently. 
Buying has been along sufficiently active 
lines to give the market a good sem- 
blance of structural soundness. In- 
quiries for benzol have been fairly good. 





Toluol is moving rather well. Creosote 
oil continues outstandingly strong. tul- 
ing prices exclusive of tax are :—Benzol, 
90 percent, 18c. per gallon; motor benzol, 
1l3c.; toluol, 30c.; 10-degree xylol, 33c.;

Coaltar Acids 


Anthranilic.—Buying orders reached 
this market at a fair pace during the 
week, and prices were held steady to 
firm. 

Broenner’s.—Nothing new was un- 
covered in this market, and prices 
ruled at the levels in force previously. 


Picric.—A firm tone was a _ promi- 
nent factor in this market, with the 
usual consumers furnishing the call, 
and prices were in conformity with 
the schedule in force previously. 


Salicylic. — Nothing new occurred 
here, with the shipments moving for- 
ward at a good pace, and prices were 
regarded as steady to firm, and it was 
indicated that consumers were cover- 
ing only when necessary. 

Sulphanilic.—This situation showed 
little betterment during the course of 
the week under survey, with the call 
highly irregular, but a firm tone gov- 
erned the dealings. 

Tobias.—A fair demand was shown 
for this commodity, and prices ruled 
at the levels of the preceding period.

Anilin Oil.—This market continued 
to experience a fair demand through- 
out the week, and prices ruled firm 
at the levels of the preceding period.

Dinitrobenzene.—There was nothing 
new in this direction, with the demand 
strictly routine, and a firm tone was 
a prominent factor in the dealings. 

Dinitrotoluene.—This market experi- 
enced a fair demand at times during 
the period under survey, and the firm 
character of the basic product was also 
a factor in promoting a firm tone here. 


Nitrobenzene. — This market con- 
tinued to experience a fairly active 
call with the shipments moving for- 
ward in fair volume, and no change 
was disclosed in the quotations. 

Orthochloranilin.—There was little to 
report here, with the usual consumers 
ordering out supplies, and prices were 
regarded as steady to firm. 

Orthotoluidin.—This_ situation was 
much the same as the preceding period, 
with the call made up of commitments 
for actual wants, and prices displayed 
a firm tendency. 

Paratoluidin—Nothing new develop- 
ing in this direction, with the total 
movement for the week reaching a fa- 
vorable aggregate and prices were un- 
changed. 

Phthalic Anhydride—A firm tone 
was a conspicuous factor in this mar- 
ket again last week, with the demand 
continuing on a broad scale, and prices 
were in line with previous values. 

Schaeffer’s Salt.—Usual consumers 
furnished what little interest was 
noted in this market and prices ruled 
unchanged. 

Toluidin——A routine week was re- 
corded in this market, and sellers re- 
ported prices were unaltered. 


Coaltar Colors 


Demand for the coaltar colors re- 
flected the mixed trend of operations 
in the consuming industries, with the 
prices displaying a steady to firm tone. 
Indications were that the consumers 
in all quarters of the market were 
withdrawing commitments when such 
reached an imperative stage. Cotton 
cloth industry was reported operating 
at a fair ratio, but sales were lagging 
behind actual production, and forward 
orders were not any too heavy. Wool 
mills were holding up well. A gold hue 
is being featured in the color card, the 
basis for which is taken from the 
motion picture play, “Sutters Gold.” It 
is being urged to be worn in contrast 
with navy, grey, black, and brown or 
green shades. The market for the 
stains showed little improvement, but 
the volume moved reached a level in- 
fluencing a steady price tone, 


I.G. Makes Indigo Pact 
With Japanese Industry 


The I. G. Farbenindustrie has entered 
into an agreement with Japanese man- 
ufacturers regarding the sale of indigo 
dyes in the Chinese market, accord- 
ing to a report from the consul at 
Frankfort-on-Main to the Department 
of Commerce. Details of the pact are 
not yet available, but it would appear 
that the purpose of the agreement is to 
lessen competition in the Chinese mar- 
ket between Japanese and German dye 
exporters and otherwise to improve 
conditions, the consul says. 

It is understood that the LG. was 
anxious to conclude a much more com- 
prehensive agreement with the Japa- 
nese, who have been making increas- 
ing inroads upon the Oriental dye trade 
of late, but the Japanese confined the 
pact to indigo, and then only after 
extended negotiations.

General Demand Continues Dull—Imported Egg Products Quiet 





Sharp Advance in Corn Derivatives—Dyestuffs Steady — 
Zinc Dust Unchanged — Valonia Strong 


Business in the market for dyestuffs 
and tanstuffs continued quiet through- 
out the week just closed. Consumers in 
all quarters of the market were not 
inclined to relinguish the conservative 
buying policy, with the result that 
some daily sessions were rather drab 
affairs. The outstanding price change 
was an advance in the schedule for the 
corn derivatives. 

The higher prices for the corn deriv- 
atives resulted from the lifting of the 
quotations for the basic commodity; in 
fact, it was a reflectin of the shortage 
that was short-lived. From a demand 
standpoint the market was somewhat 
more active, with the higher prices 
causing some covering. The market 
for the egg products showed little var-

jation from the preceding week, with 
the prices covering a wide range, and 
this situation was a reflection of the 
views being held by various importers 
regarding the future of the bill recently 
introduced in the house, and now be- 
fore the ways and means committee, 
proposing a heavy excise tax on im- 
ported egg products and floor stocks. 

Dyestuffs lacked an outstanding fea- 
ture, with the buying reflecting the 
mixed trend of onerations in the con- 
suming units, as well as conservative 
buying policy being maintained in all 
quarters. Annatto and cochineal con- 
tinued quiet, and there was little ac- 
tivity in the market for natural indigo. 
The call for fustic was fair at times 
during the week. There were 29,040,- 
208 cotton spinning spindles in place 
in the United States on January 31, 
1936, of which 23,323,958 were operated 
at some time during the month. This 
compared with 23,391,370 for December 
and 25,155,152 for January, 1935. Spin- 
dles were operated at 111.9 percent of 
capacity in January, against 103.8 per- 
cent in December and 103 percent in 
January. Silk and rayon industries were 
covering for immediate wants only. 

The call for the tanning materials 
reflected the conservative views on the 
part of the consumers. Valonia retained 
a strong tone, but the factor respon- 
sible for such a tone was the short 
supply in existence for this material, 
and the shortage was the direct result 
of the small crop. The market for divi- 
divi also noted a scarcity, with the 
prices strictly nominal. Myrobalans 
and mangrove bark continued quiet. 
Wattle bark was dull. Bichromates 
continued firm. And zinc dust was 
steady as a result of the steadiness in 
the basic material. The call for alumi- 
na chloride was irregular, but prices 
were well sustained. 


Chemicals 


Alumina Chloride—A good demand 
was shown for this article throughout 
the week, with the pharmaceutical and 
dye trades supplying the call, and 
prices were firm. 

Antimony Salt.—A fair demand was 
recorded for this product at intervals 
throughout the period under review, 
with the market noting a steady tone 
and sellers were asking the quotations 
in order in the preceding period. 

Potash Bichromate.—A _ representa- 
tive buying movement was shown for 
this commodity again last week, with 
the contract commitments moving for- 
ward to usual] consumers at the levels 
in effect in the preceding period. 

Potash Prussiate.—The market for 
the yellow article indicated that con- 
sumers were ordering out against con- 
tracts for immediate wants only, but 
the prices remained unchanged. And 
the call for the red item was fair at 


times during the week, with a firm 
tone in evidence, 

Soda Bichromate.—This _ situation 
had little to offer in the way of a 
change over the preceding period, with 
the shipments moving against con- 
tracts in sizeable volume, and prices 
ruled firm. 

Zinc Dust.—Demand held up satis- 
factorily during the period under re- 
view, with the prices holding steady, 
and the steadiness could be traced to 
the steadiness in the basic material. 


Dyestuffs 


Annatto.—Conditions here were much 
the same as the preceding period, with 
the market for the paste moving at a 
sléw pace, and prices were held steady 
to firm. Nothing new was uncovered 
in the market for the seed material. 


Archil.—Shipments of the various 
sorts of this material were few and far 
between, but the price tone retained a 
firm appearance, for the statistical po- 
sition of the market favored the pres- 
ence of such a tone. 


Cochineal.—Business in the grey and 
Teneriffe silver items continued to be 
confined within a narrow range, with 
the shipments consisting of jobbing 
quantities, and the prices ruled firm at 
the levels of the preceding period. 


Fustic.—This market revealed little 
change during the course of the week 
under review, with the consumers con- 
tent to cover for immediate production’ 
wants, and prices were steady to firm. 


Indigo.—The call for the natural pro- 
duct was restricted to small quantities, 
but the price tone remained firm. And 
the synthetic material moved out in 
fair volume, with a steady to firm tone 
in prominence. 

Logwood.—Although the market re- 
vealed little change from recent weeks, 
with the consumers following a cau- 
tious buying policy, the price tone con- 
tinued steady to firm. 

Madder, Dutch.—Despite the dull 
character of demand, with occasional 
small quantities constituting the call, 
sellers reported a firm tone was in evi- 
dence, and the firmness could be traced 
to the limited amount of stock on hand. 


Quercitron.—This market had little 
to offer in the way of improvement 
from a demand standpoint, but the 
prices remained steady to firm. 


Sizing Materials 


Albumen.—The market for the edible 
egg material noted a wide range of 
prices during the week, with the wide 
range due to the opinions being held 
relative to the bill which was intro- 
duced in the House lately proposing an 
excise tax on imports and floor stocks. 
Business in the blood item continued 
quiet, and prices were steady. 


Dextrin.—An advance of 10c. per 100 
pounds was made in the price schedule 
for the various sorts of corn dextrin, 
and the higher prices came about as a 
result of the higher prices prevailing 
for the basic product. The new sched- 
ule follows:—British gum, $3.80 to 
$4.10 per 100 pounds; canary corn, 
$3.55 to $3.75 per 100 pounds, with the 
white listed at $3.50 to $3.70 per 100 
pounds, and prices were f.o.b.

Weather conditions continue to han- 
dicap the market for opaque pigments 
and lead oxides. The same degree of 
market quiet which has been part of 
the market since the early part of 
January extended its stay for another 
week. At least, that was the condi- 
tion found in the Eastern market and 
from reports that filter in from the 
Mid-West the cold weather is also re- 
sponsible for business quiet there. 
Labor difficulties in the Akron tire 
manufacturing area have retarded 
business in that sector. Pigment ma- 
terials hold to a steady price basis 
and there have been no price move- 
ments in recent weeks. 

White Lead. — The demands from 
the manufacturing trade continued 
light and scattered. Trade has been 
dull throughout this month and little 
improvement is expected unless weath- 
er conditions improve.

Dry Colors 


Some of the color suppliers who 
have recently reported a fair degree 
of activity now report the market as 
quiet. In all but a few directions trade 
has slackened off to a light volume 
and the color group shares the com- 
pany of other divisions of the paint, 
varnish and lacquer chemicals group. 
Except for continued competition in 
the market for quicksilver vermilion, 
there have’ been no price developments 
during the past few weeks. 

Carbon Black.—Labor trouble in one 
of the leading Akron tire plants has 
caused a diminishment of orders from 
the tire makers. Although the dif- 
ficulty is confined to one plant, other 
manufacturers are ordering lightly in 
case the labor trouble spreads. aint 
makers’ calls for special blacks are 
light. Prices continue unchanged 
throughout. 

Chrome Greens.—The market con- 
tinues steady and unchanged for both 
c.p. and reduced greens. The demands 
are mildly active with the movement 
largely against contracts. 

Chrome Yellows.—There is a fair call 
for material against contracts but spot 
business is negligible. Prices hold at 
the levels established two months ago. 

Iron Blues.—The market lacked de- 
velopments of a new or important na- 
ture and was apparently free from 
elements of disturbance. Takings 
against contracts are light. 

Red Oxides.—Pure and reduced ox- 
ides are steady in prices and the move- 
ment to regular channels of consump- 
tion continues routine. 

Toner Reds.—There is a moderately 
active market for these colors and the 
prices hold at unchanged levels. 


Varnish Gums 


Reports from mid-western and local 
interests are alike. Trade is lifeless. 
The past week’s performance was a 
continuation of the dullness of a week 
ago and the quiet of earlier weeks this 
year. Contract withdrawals are light 
in all directions. New business is very 
dull. There have been no changes in 
the prices for the past two weeks. 
Primary market offerings are light 
under steady prices. 

Copals.—There was no interest in 
the market during the past week. Quo- 
tations from abroad were’ without 
change and the spot market was also 
unchanged from a week ago. Demands 
have been light for several weeks run- 
ning and improvement is not expected 
until weather conditions moderate. 

Dammars.—The Batavia and Singa- 
pore gum markets were unchanged in 
price and local quotations were also 
without change. The demand side of 
the market failed to register any im- 
provement over recent weeks and the 
market was idle all week. 


Naval Stores 


A fairly active export inquiry for 
rosin was reported in Southern mar- 
kets but domestic business continued 
along narrow lines, the uncertainty 
that has prevailed for some time as to 
the disposal of the government hold- 
ings on loans which expire with the 
ending of the current naval stores 
season still having a very noticeable 
tendency to make buyers in the various 
consuming industries disposed to ad- 
here to a conservative course in pur- 
chasing operations. The statistical 
position of rosin is regarded by many 
as sound but the holdings of turpen- 
tine in primary markets are not far 
from double the five year average at 
this period. 

Export sales of rosin were reported 
as chiefly for account of South Amer- 
ican buyers but takings were also re- 
ported in a smaller way for European 
and Far Eastern account. Clearances 
of rosin from Jacksonville on old con- 
tracts were liberal and stocks at that 
point showed a rather important de- 
crease at one time. Export inquiries 
for turpentine were still lacking and 
European consumers are said to be 
favoring other countries where pro- 
ducers seem to be in a position to 
undersell American product. The dis- 
appointing nature of foreign trade in 
turpentine is regarded by some, how- 
ever, as due in part to the uncertainty 
concerning the marketing of the large 
government holdings. 

The movement of turpentine and 
rosin from the woods to the interior 
continued small. Weather conditions 
were still unfavorable for operations in 
the woods, temperatures being far 
below normal for this season, and daily 
offerings in primary markets were un- 
usually light, especially in the case of 
turpentine. There have been rumors 
recently of transactions in new crop 
futures, but nothing in the way of 
definite terms have been heard and 
some are disposed to regard such re- 
ports as without foundation. 

According to official statistics, ex- 
ports of gum turpentine from. the 
United States during 1935 were 9.789.469 
gallons against 10,390,191 gallons in the 
previous year; rosin 918,302 barrels 
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against 793,718 barrels. Exports of 
wood turpentine last year were 892,732 
gallons against 945,009> gallons in the 
previous year; wood rosin 276,406 
barrels against 231,216 barrels. 

Turpentine.—The market here had a 
steady tone but aside from this the situ- 
ation lacked features of interest. Busi- 
ness continued along narrow lines, buy - 
ing interest generally being limited to 
small quantities to fill current needs. 
Nothing new was heard concerning the 
government holdings in the South 
under loans made earlier in the season 
and few in the trade here were dis- 
posed to look for any change of conse- 
quence in the character of business as 
long as the uncertainty as to the dis- 
posal of these supplies exists. Receipts 
in primary centers continued very light, 
the small movement being attributed 
to the extremely cold weather prevail- 
ing in many sections and to the re- 
duced holdings in the hands of pro- 
ducers.

The heavy shellac stocks in London 
are also a factor in the price situation, 
but these are gradually working off 
and the general outlook is for slightly 
higher levels in high grade _ shellac 
during the next six months. In ordi- 
nary grades, it is not possible to look 
for price appreciation until the ex- 
tremely heavy stock position is cleared. 
The fact that consumers have taken 
advantage of the low ruling prices to 
lay in heavy supplies is another factor 
which does not appear in the market 
stock figures, and the outlook in 
medium and lower grades seems to be 
for unchanged, or possibly even lower 
levels, within the next six months, un- 
less some abnormal demand develops.

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Pigments as Marketers 
Discussed by Werthan 


At the February meeting of the Bal- 
timore Paint and Varnish Production 
Club, Sidney Werthan, of the New Jer- 
sey Zinc Company, discussed “Pig- 
ments That Help Market Paint.” Mr. 


Werthan, who was accompanied by 
Paul Wisner, also of the New Jersey 
Zinc Company, was introduced by 


David Finck, of Hanline Brothers. Dis- 
coursing on pigments, he said:— 


Certain properties of pigments are in- 
herent, such as, hiding power and color; 
and others, such as oil absorption, easy 
wetting, suspension, durability, and con- 
sistency, are more properly paint proper- 
ties. The zinc sulphide type of pigment 
allows the use of special handling to 
obtain these special properties, as well 
as the use of micaceous extenders to ob- 
tain greater durability. When wettin 
power of a pigment is being considered 
the type of vehicle in which it is to be 
wetted has considerable bearing on this 
property. 

There are two general classifications 
of vehicles, oil and water. The water type 
of vehicle is being greatly improved by 
the use of more binder in the vehicle and 
better pigments in the paint. These pig- 
ments must be able to be easily wetted 
and not require grinding. When oil type 
vehicles are considered the property that 
has —- the most sales value is the 
consistency. Consistency, which depends 
upon the pigment-liquid ratio, gives best 
results when it reaches a condition known 
as thixotropic. 

Thixotropy, meaning to change by 
touching, will give a paint sufficient 
rigidity so as not to settle in the can 
and yet will flow under the brush easily, 


BOSTON, 14] 
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and as soon as the brush is taken off, 
will allow the paint to remain where 
placed without sagging. A small amount 
of solution added at the end of a grind 
is generally required to give the thixo- 
tropic effect. The paint will then take 
on its full body within 24 hours. 

Certain types of vehicles such as lin- 
seed—china wood varnishes, light heat 
bodied oils, are very responsive to tnis 
thixotropic effect, whereas, blown oils 
tend to reduce body but increase leveling. 
In enamels, full body cannot be obtained 
except enough to prevent settling. 


The address moved various members 
to ask questions, as follows:— 

Q.—Do casein water paints have much 
durability on exterior exposure? 

A.—Yes, fair. By using siliceous types 
of pigments. 

Q.—Will these new types of pigments 
any ari as readily in oil as in water? 


A.—No. 

Q.—How is the adhesion of casein 
paints to oil paints? 

A.—Good. Sometimes even better than 
the oil paint. 

Q.—Are the ratios between lithopone 


and titanium pigments the same in water 
paints as in oil paints? 

A.—No. Opacity is due to differences in 
refractive index of the liquid and the 
pigment. 

-—Would you use mica or a pigment 
such as MS 130 to increase durability? 

A.—Mica will increase durability, stop 
peeling and fail by gradual erosion. The 
action of the MS 130 pigment is very 
similar. 

Q.—Does ageing cause deterioration in 
water paints? 

A.—Not if properly formulated. 

Q.—Using water paints, can the bleed- 
ing of asphalt paints be overcome? 

A.—yYes. The vehicle will not dissolve 
the asphalt. However, 1m used as a primer 
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for a subsequent coat of oil paint, the 
oil would penetrate to the asphalt in 
some places and cause bleeding.

Cash seed was in limited demand in 
domestic markets but receipts and of- 
ferings were small and the market re- 
mained steady. The country move- 
ment was practically at a standstill 
owing to the severe weather. The 
movement of the crop from the inter- 
ior of Argentina to the ports continued 
liberal and there was a further in- 
crease in the visible supply. There was 
a three-day holiday at Buenos Aires, 
ending tomorrow, this being the an- 
nual carnival which precedes Lent. 


Crop news from India continues fav- 
orable in the main. Rainfall in some 
provinces has been below normal but 
in most sections the crop is said to be 
making vigorous growth and estimates 


of the production in some instances 
are ‘above 400,000 tons though it is 
added that the normal precipitation 


will be required during the remainder 
of the winter if these figures are to be 
realized. 

Receipts of flaxseed at New 
last week were 382,200 bushels. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Feb. 21.—<Arctic blasts 
out of the North sort of froze the linseed 
oil market up for the time being. Con- 
ditions are much too rigorous over the 
greater part of the country to permit of 
outdoor paint work and because of the 
inconvenience of airing out interiors in- 
side work has been abandoned. Paint 
dealers report a very slack demand for 
finished products and because of that fact 
are slow to make fresh linseed oil pur- 
chases and to furnish instructions on ma- 
turing contracts. 

While there was some inquiry for de- 
ferred shipment at the same time trade 
is extremely limited. A belated Argentine 
crop movement pressed Buenos Aires 
prices out of line about 2c. and paint mak- 
ers and oil buyers in general seem to 
be waiting for this influence to break 
American markets. In the meantime lin- 
seed oil apparently is the cheapest soap 
base in Europe and that continent is pick- 
ing up the Argentine crop steadily. 

Shipping instructions on maturing con- 
tracts are quite slack and local mills are 
running at but 60 percent of capacity. 
Stocks on hand are ample for prompt 
closing of contracts. Considerable oil is 
snowed in between here and points east. 
This delay in traffic is the most notice- 
able in many years.

Prices 
showed more or less_ irregularity. 
Changes from day to day were gener- 
ally within comparatively narrow 
limits but in the main the tone was 
easier under liquidation for account of 
local and outside longs. There was 
also more or less selling supposedly for 
short account with cotton trade inter- 
ests still credited with operations of 
this character. There was a lack of 
aggressive support though commission

houses and local traders in some in- 
stances bought distant positions on 
weak spots and some who recently 


sold for a turn on the short side were 
credited with purchases to cover. 

The trend of lard futures was down- 
ward at times although changes in 
that commodity were not very wide as 
hog markets were firm owing to a con- 
tinuation of small arrivals. Extremely 
low temperatures with heavy snows 
continued to be reported in many parts 
of the West, these conditions hamper- 
ing the movement of hogs to market.

Stocks of lard in Chicago 
continued to increase, the gain for the 
first half of February being about 2,- 
800,000 pounds against a decrease in 
the same time last year of 500,000 
pounds. Stocks in that market on 
February 15, however, were only about 
half what they were a year ago, the 
figures for this year being 32,028,653 
pounds against 64,988,548 pounds last 
year. 

Abnormal weather conditions con- 
tinued to prevail over the cotton belt. 
Farm work in all sections is said to be 
backward. In the Memphis district 
freezing temperatures and below have 
prevailed for 48 days. On one day last 
week the temperature there was down 
to 2 degrees above zero. Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Arkansas and Oklahoma 
had temperatures of 4 to 18 degrees. 
At Corpus Christi, Tex., where early 
cotton is often planted by this time 
the temperature was 24 degrees.

Fish oil sales agents and operators here 
are of the opinion that actual trading for 
these various crops of oil may be delayed 
until close to the time of production this 
year, owing to some extent to the gen- 
eral uncertainty surrounding the oils and 
fats question on taxes. Last season con- 
tracting was early, especially so in Cali- 
fornia sardine oil. The previous season, 
California sardine oil was actually under 
production before any move was made on 
contracting.

While the offer of 
a broker of around 33 cents per gallon is 
still open, no tenders of oil have come 
out either here or at other points along 
the Atlantic seaboard, and trading is con- 
sequently at a standstill, with no pros- 
pect that the deadlock will be broken in 
the near future. As for pressed oil, it is 
still quoted at 41 cents per gallon in 
tanks and 43 cents per gallon in drums, 
with transactions few and far between. 


Chicago, Feb. 21.—The fish oil business 
here is restricted to urgent needs of buy- 
ers. Purchases to cover such conditions 
are being made on price basis which ap- 
pear just about unchanged. The trade 
here is receiving reports from Coast cen- 
ters which make it appear that condi- 
tions are ranging from listless to a tight

Stocks of lard in Chicago increased 
about 2,800,000 pounds during the first 
half of February. 

Stearin.—The market was steady at 
the decline noted in the previous week. 
Trade was quiet with offerings light. 

Tallow.—No broadening of buying 
interest was noted last week. Occa- 
sional inquiries were reported but ac- 
tual transactions were apparently lim- 
ited to comparatively small quantities, 
the movement of such lots for the 
week apparently being unimportant in 
the aggregate. There was no pressure 
of offerings but the market had an 
easier tone, sales being reported at a 
further decline of %c. to the basis of 
6%4c. per pound for extra, f.o.b. The 
Western situation was also reported as 
easy in the absence of any improve- 
ment in demand. Offerings of foreign 
tallow were light and the basis was 
still above a _ parity with domestic 
product.

Recognized as U S P on June 1—Synthetic Camphor in 
Tablets Now Quoted—Santonin Advanced 


Movement of drugs and fine chemi- 
cals into consumption was in very 
good volume during the greater por- 
tion of the past week. To some ex- 
tent, however, movement was ham- 
pered by the crippled facilities for 
transportation, a condition caused by 
the heavy snow falls, followed by 
freezing that coated highways with 
ice. Rail communication was disrupted 
by the same conditions. Bad transpor-

tation cut the movement of manufac- 
tured merchandise and that, in turn, 
tended to slow up the flow of orders for 
replacement goods obtainable on this 
market. Nevertheless, the market was 
active and values continued to display 
the stability noted for some time past. 

Each week brings a new territory 
in which the influenza has appeared. 
During the period under review, Mis- 
souri joined New Jersey, North Caro- 
lina, Vermont, and New Hampshire, 
forming a considerable area from 
which demand for remedial agents has 
increased. The call for codeine was 
especially worthy of comment and the 
manufacturers of that article were 
hard pressed to keep up with orders. 
The situation was being watched care- 
fully by all makers of products useful 
in combating the influenza. 

Synthetic menthol showed signs of 
becoming even more a factor in the 
market for the natural product from 
Japan. The forthcoming U.S.P. which 
becomes effective June 1 admits syn- 
thetic menthol had a U.S.P. product 
is being manufactured here by more 
than one company. In the meantime, 
markets reports from Japan forecast 
exhaustion of menthol stocks there 
sometime during the second quarter of 
the year. Against this are large arri- 
vals on this market since January 1, 
with more coming along, and also the 
substantial reserve stocks always car- 
ried by the largest manufacturing con- 
sumers. 

Santonin continued to _ strengthen, 
there being a further advance in prices 
last week and local sellers’ price views 
have drawn more closely into line. It 
was noted that when substantial quan- 
tities are required, buyers are com- 
pelled to pay close to the higher end 
of the price range. 

Corn syrup was higher, the rise al- 
most wiping out the decline that took 
place in prices when the Federal proc- 
essing taxes were recently eliminated. 
Quicksilver held firm, though demand 
was not active. Movement of quinine 
was excellent and prices were well 
stabilized. Mercurials were moderately 
active at steady prices. Better busi- 
ness in strychnine was being looked 
forward to with the arrival of spring. 
Thymol was ouieter and the movement 
has become about normal. Prices on 
synthetic camphor in powdered form 
were made known. The article be- 
comes a U.S.P. article on June 1. 

Acid, Acetylsalicylic.—A steady con- 
sumption of this article has been noted. 
In fact, because of seasonal influences 
and, possibly, also because of the rather 
wide spread presence of the influenza 
in various parts of the country, some 
reports indicate a gain in consumption 
of the material. The market was re- 
ported to be in exceptionally firm posi- 
tion last week. 

Acid, Benzoic.—The U.S.P. article had 
a very good call and the market was 
in firm position. Production of raw 
material has been effected on the basis 
of prices declared to be exceptionally 
firm and always steady. Consumption 
of the acid was about normal. 

Acid, Camphoric.—Seasonal interest 
in the material was said to have been 
very good. Until recently raw mate- 
rial prices have been all on the firm 


side, but of late a trifle of unsettlement 
has been noted. It has failed to affect 
the price position of the acid. 

Acid, Citric —Somewhat more inter- 
est in this item has been noted. In- 
quiries have gained very moderately 
and an improvement in the jobbing call 
for the article has been reported in 
some quarters. Prices were firm and 
conditions pointed to the probable sta- 
bility of values during the future. 


Acid, Phosphoric.—Steady consump- 
tion of routine quantities has been 
sufficient to hold prices for all kinds 
of this acid to a very steady position 
throughout the Winter thus far. In- 


terest in the material last week was 
well up to that in recent periods. 
Agar Agar.— Consumers were dis- 


posed to hold aloof from spot buying, 
mainly for the reason that shipment 
offerings on goods to arrive in the not 
so distant future have been substan- 
tially lower than the high levels that 
developed here when stocks shrank and 
replacement costs rose. The market 
was quiet and the tendency was down- 
ward. 

Alcohol.—Conditions changed very 
little. Sales of antifreeze formulas 
were said to be reaching good-sized 
totals because of the very cold weather 
prevailing throughout most of the 
country during the past several weeks. 
Industrial consumers of denatured al- 
cohol took fair-sized quantities of the 
materials, but on the whole some said 
trade was not up to reasunable expec- 
tations. However, since the recent re- 
ductions in prices, conditions have im- 
proved to the extent that values were 
no longer subjected to the shading of 
prices that, in the East, had been an 
especially irritating element. The 
market seemed to be quite steady last 
week. 

Aloin.—Some fairly substantial or- 
ders were taken for this article last 
week and buyers found values to be 
exceptionally firm. Production costs 
run high at the present time because 
of the high prices that have been, and 
still are, being paid for raw material. 
The supplies of raw material available 
here and at the source were declared 
to be small. 

Antipyrene.—The call was’ very 
good, having been stimulated some- 
what by health conditions in several 
parts of the country. The undertone 
of the market was distinctly on the 
firm side and values appeared to be 
well stabilized throughout the period 
under review. 


Bismuth Metal and Salts.—New de- 
velopments were lacking but the mar- 
ket on the whole was at least steady 
even though competition was still ac- 
tive and productive of extremely 
favorable prices on salts, as compared 
with what it now costs to manufacture 
from metal at its present cost. De- 
mand was along routine lines that 
were productive of a normal volume of 
trade, 

Brucine.— Consumption was very 
steady even though quantities re- 
quired were not usually large. The 
market appeared to be well stocked 
with both alkaloid and sulphate and 
values seemed to be close to being 
firm at the levels prevailing for some 
time past. 

Codeine.—Demand has been very ac- 
tive. Producers were reported having 
difficulty in keeping up with the call 
for prompt shipments of the material. 
An especially active call from New 
Hampshire has been noted, the infer- 
ence being that influenza has appeared 
in that state, too. It was expected that 
production would be increased as raw 
material becomes available and hence 
improvement in deliveries may be ex- 
pected. 


Codliver Oil—Demand for codliver 
oil on spot was reported to be steady. 
Conditions have been favorable for a 
good consumption of the material this 
year and the result has been a market 
of stable to firm prices throughout the 
season thus far. According to a re- 
port released by the Department of 
Agriculture, the Finnmark Winter 
fisheries gave good results during De- 
cember, the catch being almost twice 
as large as for the corresponding 
month of 1934. The catch of codfish 
and haddock was also considerably 
above average. Reports from the outer 
districts of Finnmark, Senjen and 
Troms indicate an abundance of fish 
which is taken as evidence of a prom- 
ising fishing season. However, livers 
contain less oil, only about 50 percent 
as against an average of 55 percent 
during the previous season. Nor- 
wegian stocks of medicinal oils are 
still of average size. Prices remained 
stable at the level held fer several 
months past but showed a weakening 
tendency towards the end of Decem-

Drug Store Chain Group 
Opposes Discounts Limit 


Opposition to most, if not all, pro- 
visions of the pending Federal legisla- 
tion against price-discrimination was 
widely voiced by members of the Na- 
tional Association of Chain Drug 
Stores in their recent meeting in this 
city. The chief objections were to the 
proposal to authorize the Federal 
Trade Commission to establish quantity 
limits in discount scales, and that to 
mark a distinction between discounts 
allowed wholesalers and those given to 
retailers. 

It was apparent that the chain store 
interests felt that the proposed check 
on so-called “advertising” allowances 
would prevent their getting manufac- 
turers to share their advertising bills. 
The proposals are specifically not di- 
rected against allowances for actual 
advertising or other service. 

The members decided that there was 
a need for the association in the eco- 
nomic situation now existing and voted 
to continue the organization’s activities.

Botanical Drugs, Gums 


Golden Seal Root Advanced Again in Understocked Market — 
Catnep and Corn Silk Up Slightly — Mace Scarce at 
Higher Prices—Spanish Saffron Competitive 


Business in the market for botanical 
drugs was very steady throughout the 


past week. The call from manufac- 
turing consumers covered the list of 


crude drugs to an extent that indi- 
cated buyers’ reywuirements to be broad 
and substantial for the most part. Mar- 
ket undertones were generally firm. 
Prices were in well-stabilized position 
so far as a vast majority of items were 
concerned. The stability of important 
items has been something more than 
a feature in the market during the past 
two months and it seemed probable 
that stability would continue to gov-

ern the position of most items. The 
fact that stocks were not excessive in 
size has been a factor that has op- 
erated prominently to the maintenance 
of quotations on both spot and pri- 
mary market merchandise. 

Golden seal root was an item of 
strength throughout the past week. 
Low prices in the past caused former 
producers in the primary market to 
abandon the article. It requires from 
two to three years to mature new 
plantings sufficiently to warrant mar- 
keting. Hence, the small production 
cannot be increased quickly and the 
feeling was that a long period of low 
supply and probably advancing prices 
lies ahead. The recent advance was 
fully maintained. Catnep leaves were 
higher on the week, demand broaden- 
ing and finding sellers stronger in their 
views. 

Corn silk looked up somewhat and 
at a fractional advance some fair sized 
business was done. Mace was scarce 
and likely so to remain because of the 
failure of primary market shippers 
properly to clean the item. The spot 
market was higher. Indian celery seed 
advanced sharply, reflecting the re- 
cently much stronger position of 
French seed and coming in company 
with an expansion in demand. 

Spanish saffron has eased recently 
and the market last week was lower 
under light demand. American saf- 
fron was in light supply and prices 
held firm to strong. Valerian root was 
a shade lower under competition. Af- 
rican ginger root declined further as 
the result of lowering of values on new 
crop root in the primary market. Mus- 
tard seeds were generally easier and 
some of the more important varieties 
were cheaper. Lower freight rates 
made possible a reduction in spot quo- 
tations on Japanese chillies. 

Entries of botanicals at the port of 
New York since the week of January 1, 
1936, and detentions of these seeds by 
the Department of Agriculture because 
of the presence of matter rendering the 








seeds unfit for human consumption,

Copaiba.—Although cables from the 
primary market have come in some- 
what higher of late, the inactivity of 
buyers in this market has kept spot 
quotations from reflecting the devel- 
opments at the source of supply. How- 
ever, the market has become generally 
firmer in most quarters and prices were 
more definitely maintained. 

Tolu.—Hand-to-mouth business was 
said to have been fairly good during 
the past week and the market as a 
whole was on the firm side throughout 
the period. No tendency toward shad- 
ing was noted locally. Stocks were of 
moderate size, yet they appeared to 
be ample for current requirements. 


Barks 


Black Haw. — The underlying 
strength of the market was based on 
the absence of surplus stocks in the 
primary market and the prevalence of 
a steady, if not always large, demand 
for prompt deliveries out of local hold- 
ings. The tendency of values was 
toward stabilization at current levels. 

Cociliana.—The declining trend of 
the market has stopped and prices have 
become considerably firmer in most 
quarters. Prevailing quotations were 
closely in line with the replacement 
cost of goods available in the primary 
market. Demand was mainly light. 

Elm.—Conditions have been favor- 
able and seasonal. The result has been 
a very 'good consumption of select 
bark in bundles and the business done 
thus far has been taken at prices 
notable for firmness and stability at 
all times. The call continued to be 
very good. 

Sassafras.—The pickup in sales vol- 
ume has been very good and the re- 
sult has been a firming of market un- 
dertones and a solidifying of prices 
in a market notable for lack of destruc- 
tive competition. Movement was well 
up to recent volume, which had been 
satisfactory. 

White Pine.—Improvement in de- 
mand was in line with the highly sea- 
sonal conditions that has kept con- 
sumption to satisfactory volume thus 
far this year. Prices showed stability 
in all respects. 





Beans 


Calabar.—Inquiries were few and far 
between; interest in the article so far 
as actual purchases were concerned 
was virtually nil. However, prices re- 
mained firm in keeping with the mod- 
erate stocks available locally and also 


the absence of weakness in the re- 
placement position of the article. 
Vanilla—Demand was moderately 


active and gave to the market an un- 
dertone of substantial strength that 
was directly in line with the primary 
market position of Mexican, Bourbon, 
and South American beans, The sit- 
uation in Mexico tended to strengthen 
since the price for Mexican beans is 
identical with that for Bourbon beans. 
The fear here is that the Mexican 
sellers will disregard their opportunity 
to recapture some of their lost custom- 
ers; certainly to advance prices, which 
some here expect, would react against 
a renewal of a more lively and closer 
to normal consumption of the material, 
Bourbon beans were very firm in the 
French markets and the disposition 


there was to reject bids in most in- 
stances. Local quotations were well 
maintained, 

Berries 


Cubes.—Importers declared that the 
replacement market was holding ex- 
ceptionally firm and that attempts to 
secure goods at less than cabled prices 
more often than not resulted in failure. 
A very moderate demand for import 
parcels reflected a similar situation 
as concerned the manufacturing re- 
quirements reaching the holders of spot 
merchandise. 

Sloe.—A shade lower price was noted, 
the market being down to the basis of 
10c. to lle. per pound. This was a 
development caused by local competi-

Flowers 


Arnica.Demand was sufficient to 
make for a firm maintenance of local 
quotations and the market as a whole 
showed considerable strength in the 
absence of more than extremely mod- 
erate competition for the business that 
came to the spot during the past week. 
Foreign market prices were also well 
maintained. 

Insect (Pyrethrum).—Reports in local 
circles were to the effect that much 
of the merchandise offered for ship- 
ment from Japan is proving to be 
deficient in quality and consequently 
goods averaging normal pyrethrin con- 
tent were tending to become somewhat 
more valuable. This has had a tend- 
ency to strengthen the spot market 
on powder and there were those who 
expect prices to be advanced in the not 
far distant future. This would be a 
precise reversal of the market trend 
for many months past. 

Lavender.— Business was about 
normal in this material. Takings of 
select flowers were in fair sized volume 
and the business done was more than 
sufficient to keep prices well supported 
in the spot market, Replacement costs 
were also firmly maintained abroad 
where stocks were on the low side. 


Multlein. — The market was’ still 
slightly unsettled but prices failed of 
further decline during the past week. 
Seliers maintained quotations at 95c. 
to $1 per pound but they reported but 
limited consuming demand in the spot 
market during the period reviewed. 

Saffron.—No further decline in quo- 
tations was reported but the market 
for Spanish flowers was still fairly 
easy, or at least moderately unsettled. 
Quotations were $11.75 to $12 per 
pound with conditions suggesting that 
an attractive order might bring out 
a further concession in prices. 


Gums 


Aloe—vVery firm prices prevailed. 
Importers found it difficult to obtain 
Curacao gum for shipment from the 
source and values were strongly sup- 
ported at all times, Local conditions 
changed little. A market existed for 
anything available at attractive prices 
but the tendency here was to hold for 
fall prices, : 

Arabic.— Business was fair but varied 
rather widely from day to day, 
fluctuating in accordance with the 
change in consumers’ actual require- 
ments. The primary market values 
were reported to be fairly steady, al- 
though conditions at the source were 
indicative of the presence of dullness 
as the outstanding characteristic of 
the market. 


Camphor.—Domestic manufacturers 
of synthetic camphor are not as yet 
ready to market their product in tablet 
forms but they have indicated that 
their quotations will be 55c. per pound 
in quantities of 2,000 pounds or more; 
57c. for 500 pound lots; and 58c. in 
amounts of 100 pounds or less. Pow- 
dered. or granular material was avail- 
able in quantity and the prices for the 
same were as _ follows:—2,000-pound 
lots, 50%c. per pound; 500-pound lots, 
52%c.; 100-pound lots, 53%4c. It was 
not felt that the Japanese would un- 
dertake a price war with the domestic 
makers, this for the reason that the 
producers here will continue to be sub- 
stantial purchasers of crude camphor 


for some time to come and the 
Japanese will want to protect such 
business. 


Myrrh.—The market was exception- 
ally firm at the recent advance. Some 
on spot were without supplies and re- 
plenishment from the primary market 
will not be very easy. Those with 
stocks took a strong view on the mar- 
ket and rejected all bids. Demand did 
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not press actively, being mainly of 
jobbing size. 

Tragacanth—Most sellers held firm 
views on the market, reporting that 
the replacement costs fully justified 
the spot quotations. In fact, some de- 
clared that somewhat higher levels 
should be established. Demand on this 


market was fair to moderate and 
sellers were able to obtain full prices 
on all the business reaching here. 
Stocks of high quality gum on this 


market were not very large. 


Herbs and Leaves 


Catnep.—The market was higher at 
20c. to 20%c. per pound. Some fair- 
sized orders were filled at the higher 
level, which level was in line with the 
firmer views which primary. market 
dealers hold at the present time. 


Digitalis—A routine business has 
prevailed in the market for this ar- 
ticle for some time past. Dealers last 
week indicated that trade had been 
about level with reasonable expecta- 
tions and that the business done had 
acted toward holding values well sta- 
bilized. 


Laurel.—Quotations were higher at 
5e. to 54%c. per pound in a market 
noted for some inerease in activity on 
the part of the manufacturing con- 
sumers. Stocks were said to repose in 
firm hands and the holdings were not 
in excess of moderate size. 

Marjoram.—French herb fetched 24c. 
to 24%c. per pound, according to quan- 
tity last week, being a price that was 
fractionally higher than that prevail- 
ing a week previous. Demand was fair 
in size. Tunisan herb prevailed un- 
changed at 22c. to 24c. per pound and 
was in fair sized supply. 

Stramonium.—The market has be- 
come somewhat steadier than it had 
been, although no improvement in 
prices obtainable on spot deliveries has 
taken place as yet. Open quotations 
were 8c. to 9e. per pound but it was 
inferred that some business had been 
taken recently at a fraction under the 
inside position. 


Miscellaneous 


Agaric.—Although demand was in- 
active, the market remained strong 
because of the fact that most dealers 
were without supplies and replace- 
ments from the primary market were 
hard to obtain. Business has been 
done at $4.50 to $4.75 per pound, which 
contrasts with about 25c. per pound 
that prevailed some years back. 

Corn Silk.—Sales were made at 7c. 
to 8c. per pound and the fractional 
advanee came in company with some- 
what more interest on the part of man- 
ufacturing consumers. Stocks were 
fair in size, 

rgot.—A market of very firm un- 
dertones prevailed on the spot. Prices 
abroad were strongly maintained and 
stocks there were in strong hands. 
The unsold part of the 1935 crop was 
believed to be moderate in size so far 
as Spanish and Portuguese ergot was 
concerned. Little is known regarding 
the Russian crop but the offerings of 
the same are few and small. Locally, 
a market entirely free from competi- 
tive weakness when strictly U.S.P. 
ergot was the basis of quotations. Any 
price lower than $2 per pound was said 
to apply only on ergot several years 
old, such a stock having been offered 
on this market recently. 

Lycopodium.—An importation total- 
ing six cases was reported but it failed 
to break the strong spot price of $1.15 
to $1.25 per pound. Very little ma- 
terial existed on the spot and some 
dealers were unable to supply a pound 
of the article. 

Papain.—Powdered material was 
lower at $1.60 per pound as a mini- 
mum figure but according to quantity 
the range was to $1.75 per pound. This 
was purely a competitive development 
confined to the spot market. The re- 
placement market continued to be re- 
ported as being firm.

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Roots 


Dandelion.—Trade continued along 
normal lines, the movement being 
fairly satisfactory in volume and be- 
ing productive of firm prices and an 
absence of much price competition in 
local circles. Quotations ruled on the 
basis of 19c. to 20c. per pound. 

Golden Seal.—Stocks were very 
small here and in the primary market. 
The advance that placed whole root 
at $2.40 to $2.45 per pound, and pow- 
der at $2.50 to $2.58 per pound, was 
well maintained last week. A period 
of high and probably advancing prices 
is expected to prevail until such time 
as values shall result in a larger pro- 
duction of the material. It is under- 
stood that it takes two to three years 
for the article to grow sufficiently to 
warrant marketing. 

Ipecac.—More seasonal conditions 
have caused some improvement in the 
consumption of this article and 
throughout the past week the steady 
movement of moderate sized quanti- 
ties was accompanied by prices which 
were declared to be somewhat firmer 
than they had been. 

Rhubarb.—Competition was still cur- 
rent on the spot and although open 
quotations lacked further change, con- 
ditions were mainly favorable for man- 
ufacturing consumers with firm orders 
to place. Any further decline in prices, 
however, was expected to be moderate 
because of the replacement position of 
the material. 

Valerian.—A shade lower price was 
noted at 12%c,. to 13c. per pound on 
U.S.P. root last week. Business was 
reported done at the inside figure. The 
undertone of the market continued 
somewhat easy and generally unset- 
tled conditions were noted, too. 


Seeds 


Anise.—Spanish seed was shaded to 
9c. to 9%c. per pound because of local 
competition. Star seed held free from 
change, but did not move very actively. 

Canary.—Morocco seed was off a 
small fraction to the basis of 7c. to 
7%c. per pound. Argentine seed re- 
mained firm and primary market re- 
ports continued to emphasize the small 
size of the crop this year. Turkish was 
still nominal. 

Caraway.—lInterest in spot goods was 
routine to jobbing and values slid down 
slightly to the basis of 8%c. to 9%c. 
per pound. The replacement cables 
failed to indicate any real weakness 
at the source of supply. 

Celery.—Indian seed was advanced 
sharply to the basis of l4c. to 14%c. 
per pound. Demand for spot goods ex- 
panded substantially. French seed was 
raised a fraction to the basis of 21c. to 
22c. per pound, but the position of 
French material was one of substan- 
tial strength, especially in the: primary 
market, 

Mustard.—Foreign seeds were easier 
and some were lower. Notably, Eng- 
lish yellow was offered at 9c. to 9%%c. 
per pound and the Dutch yellow was 
to be had at 8%c. to 8%c. per pound. 
California brown seed was cheaper at 
6%c. to 744c. per pound, but there was 
no change in the yellow. Montana yel- 
low was off a shade to the basis of 6c. 
to 64%c. Demand for all kinds of mus- 
tard seed was routine, but volume was 
fair. The bill which, if enacted into 
law, would create a very high duty 
on mustard seed, was still being dis- 
cussed, mainly adversely so far as local 
dealers in the article were concerned. 

Poppy. — Hand-to-mouth business 
was the rule last week, but in view 
of the stable cost of replacements in 
the several primary markets, spot quo- 
tations remained mainly steady and 
usually free from any tendency to- 
ward fluctuation. 

Rape.—Belgian seed was off to the 
basis of 4%c. to 5c. per pound and the 
Japanese was also shaded to 3%c. to 
4%c. per pound. Dutch remained steady 
to firm at 6c. to 6%c. per pound, and 
seemed to hold a preference among 
some buyers. 

Sabadilla—No further change in 
quotations on powder was noted, the 
market becoming somewhat firmer on 
the whole and conditions being sug- 
gestive of a probable ending of the re- 
cently downward tendency and trend 
in values. 





Spices 


Cassia.—Prices were generally steady 
on this market where a fair-sized, but 
entirely routine consuming demand 
was a rule. Buyers purchased close 
to actual consuming requirements, Re- 
placement costs were steady to firm. 

Cinnamon.—Fractional declines in 
prices brought No. 2 Ceylon material 
down to the basis of lic. to 15%c. per 
pound, while the No. 3 was off to 14c. 
to 14%c. per pound. This was purely 
the result of local competition, replace- 
ment costs changing but little. 

Clove-—Madagascar and Zanzibar 
clove ruled at identical prices last 
week, a decline in the quotation on 
Madagascar bring that article to 14c. to 
14%c. per pound, which was also the 
quotation on Zanzibar goods. The pri- 
mary market was reported to be very 
firm. 

Mace.—Banda was higher at 64c. to 
65c. per pound and Siauw was higher 
at 60c. to 62c. per pound, as to seller 
and quantity. Batavia remained un- 
changed at 46c. to 47c. per pound, 
Stocks were very small ahd the least 





suggestion of actual orders has been 
sufficient to stiffen and then advance 
quotations. 

Nutmegs.—East India nutmegs were 
higher in keeping with a rise in re- 
placement values. Quotations on 80's 
were 2lc. to 22c. per pound, while on 
the 110’s, the market was 18c. to 19c. 
West India nutmegs tended to be easier 
because of the approaching crop pe- 
riod. Open quotations lacked further 
change, however. 

Peppers.—Shipment cost on Japa- 
nese peppers has eased somewhat in 
keeping with a shift in the freight 
rates to this country. Spot quotations 
were down to 12%c. to 13c. per pound. 
White and black peppers lacked price 
developments, the market here being 
fairly steady, while that in London was 
at least not subject to any substantial 
swing.

Alcohol Labeling to Show 


Source Proposed in Bills 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19, 1936. 

The Van Nuys bill (S. 3834) and the 
Stefan bill (H.R. 10933) and the Dirk- 
sen bill (H.R. 10984), pending in Con- 
sress, are all worded alike. (The reason 
for two house bills that are the same 
is not clear). These bills are designed 
to require, among other things, that 
whiskey be made solely from cereal 
grains. Among these provisions is one 
that whiskey or other distilled spirits 
not labeled to show the materials from 
which the alcohol in them was made 
will be deemed to be misbranded under 
the food and drug act. 

Because the regulations of the Fed- 
eral Alcohol Administration classify 
the medicinal use of alcohol as non- 
medicinal, it is pointed out by James 
P. McGovern, general counsel of the 
Industrial Alcohol Institute, that al- 
cohol “intended for use as medicine 
would, under the bills listed above, 
be misbranded if its label did not dis- 
close the materials from which it was 
distilled.”

trade in the essential oil and aromatic 
chemical materials. Conditions in this 
respect failed to improve last week, 
and the result was that practically all 
dealers reported a falling off in sales 
volume. They pointed out, however, 
that in all probability there will be a 
heavy demand once shipping conditions 
return to normal. It is probably for 
that reason that values on spot held 
steady, notwithstanding the absence of 
normal business in the market as a 
whole. 
A feature of some prominence last 
week was the absence of the normal 
flow of cables from foreign primary 
markets to the spot. In the previous 
week, the cables concerning citrous 
oils, geranium, patchouli, and eucalyp- 
tus oils had been a feature productive 
of considerable market information and 
gossip. Last week there was a pro- 
nounced lack of such advices, in the 
absence of which most factors in the 
trade were disposed to assume that 
there had been no easing of the strong 
cables that had prevailed in the case 
of geranium, lavender, and patchouli, 
and of the easier cables that had 
pushed prices on citrous oils still fur- 
ther downward. 

Excitement in the bergamot market 
abated. Most of the Indian shippers 
still failed to offer, mostly for the rea- 
son that operation of a consortium had 
effected a rise in price in company with 
a withdrawal of offerings. Against this 
was the continued unsettlement in 
lemon and orange oils. New crops 
were likely to exert continued down- 
ward pressure on values and dealers 
here were watching the _ situation 
closely. 

Domestit oils were mainly steady. 
Peppermint was very firm. So were 
sweet birch, wintergreen, spruce, hem- 
lock, and cedarleaf. All of the latter 
were almost impossible to obtain from 
the producers, whose operations have 
been stopped by weather conditions. 


Essential Oils 


Anise.—There is still an absence of 
normal offerings of technical oil from 
the primary market and until such of- 
ferings be resumed it will be difficult 
to establish on spot a market for U.S.P. 
oil that will specifically reflect normal 
conditions. In the meantime, local 
prices on U.S.P. oil prevailed in well 
established position under the influence 
of steady if not expensive consuming 
demand. 

Bergamot.—Excitement noted in the 
market for this article during the pre- 
vious week appeared to have been 
fairly well dissipated during the period 
just closed. Further information from 
Italy was lacking; the last news was 
that a consortium would become oper- 
ative im the export sale of the ma- 
terial. Numerous shippers have ceased 
to make offerings. In the meantime, 
the spot market was very quiet last 
week with prices remaining steady but 
lacking in new developments. 

Bois De Rose.—Evidence pointed to 
the well stabilized position of Brazilian 
oil in the primary market. Values 
quoted by shippers were firmly held 
and backed by only moderate offerings.

Sad Weather and Impeded Transportation Cut Sales Volume — 
Few Foreign Cables Received 
Barring Citrous Oils, Prices Hold Steady 


Market Generally Quiet 





The spot market was steady with de- 
mand being light. Cayenne oil was 
also steady. 

Camphor.—The market still appeared 


to be fairly easy but the downward 
trend in prices seemed to have been 
checked and a somewhat steadier sit- 


uation to have developed. Consump- 
tion was routine and in point of vol- 
ume was somewhat less than normal 
for the material. 

Cananga. — Hand-to-mouth trading 
was the rule locally last week. The 
interest displayed by buyers was 
strictly of jobbing size and hence vol- 
ume was not very large. However, in 
keeping with the steady position of 
the primary market, that on spot re- 
mained about firm so far as prices 
were concerned. 

Capsicum (Oleoresin).—Raw material 
costs have been reduced somewhat by 
a lowering of freight rates from the 
Far East. This was without immediate 
effect on prices on capsicum oleoresin 
and it was not expected that the sav- 
ings would affect market prices much, 
if any. The market was generally 
steady and subject to not more than 
fair demand. 

Caraway.—Inquiry was fairly good 
but on the whole the market had a 
routine appearance that suggested a 
consuming requirement that was con- 
servative at the best. Prices were 
steady locally, mainly because they 
were about firm in the foreign markets. 

Cardamom.—Raw material has been 
substantially strong of late because of 
lack of replacement offerings and ad- 
vancing cost at the source of supply. 
Oil was firmer but lacked change as to 
price and in view of the jobbing char- 
acter of demand, was not likely to show 
price development at this time. 

Cassia.—Competition was quite keen 
and although open quotations lacked 
further decline, it appeared not improb- 
able that concessions might be ob- 
tained with a firm order that should 
be of attractive size. Demand lagged, 
however, and hence there was little 
pressure against the recently estab- 
lished price on U.S.P. goods for spot 
delivery. 

Cedarleaf.—The advancing trend of 
prices has been followed by a steadier 
and more clearly defined position. The 
fact was that stocks were generally 
small and cannot be increased to nor- 
ma] size earlier than such time as snow 
and ice shall no longer prevent the pro- 
ducers from operating stills. 

Celery.—Raw material has turned 
stronger, stocks in France having been 
concentrated in strong hands. The 
supply there is subnormal. Oil on spot 
was not called for very often last week 
and hence there was little competition 
for business. Prices obtained gave evi- 
dence of the absence of any tendency 
toward shading at this time. 

Citronella.—The somewhat firmer 
market reported lately was still in ef- 
fect but the improvement has been of 
a minor sort and was likely so to re- 
main until such time as there be a 
substantial rise in replacement costs 
and an equally substantial decrease in 
the aggressive competition prevailing 
in local circles. 

Clove.—A well stabilized spot mar- 
ket Was reperted during the past week. 
While demand was not large, it was 
still somewhat better than might be 
expected, considering the adverse con- 
ditions that have rendered shipment 
of manufactured products. difficult. 
Prices were firm in all directions. 


Coriander.—No relief from shortage 
came to the spot, and to a very con- 
siderable extent the minimum price 
quoted locally was on a nominal basis; 
deliveries were restricted as to size and 
buyers were subject to selection, there- 
by creating anything but an open mar- 
ket at $4.75 per pound. Sales have 
been made at $5 to $5.25. 

Croton.—Because of limited demand 
the spot market has become somewhat 
more competitive, and it was suggested 
that the open price of $1.40 to $1.45 per 
pound was subject to being shaded 
should an order be of attractive size. 
It was a strictly hand-to-mouth busi- 
ness that was done during the period 
under review. 

Eucalyptus.—Demand continued to 
be active, condtions being such as to 
encourage an increased use of the ar- 
ticle. Interest on the part of the Pa- 
cific Coast buyers continued to give 
evidence of the presence there of the 
influenza over a wide spread area. The 
call from other areas similarly af- 
fected has also increased. Prices held 
firm. 

Geranium.—No recession in primary 
market shipment prices has taken 
place, but cables received last week 
were few in number. The rise in ship-

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ment quotations has not stimulated in- 
terest on the part of either dealer or 
consumer in this market. However, 
spot quotations were very firm on the 
basis of the recent advance. 

Ginger.—Production costs showed a 
downward tendency in keeping with a 
further drop in quotations on new crop 
raw material. The market for the lat- 
ter was close to being truly weak last 
week. Oil remained about steady, but 
demand was mainly for prompt re- 
quirements only. 

Juniper.—The market undertone was 
fairly easy. Replacements have been 
priced more favorably of late and hence 
in local circles conditions were still 
productive of substantial competition 
between dealers. Movement into con- 
sumption was conservative throughout 
the period. 

Lemon. — Decline in prices has 
stopped for the time being at least, 
but on the whole the market lacked 
any sign of improvement. Competition 
was keen throughout the period, and 
was the more so because of the not 
very active demand reported by prac- 
tically all dealers in the material. Com- 
petition remained the governing influ- 
ence in local circles. 

Lemongrass.—Demand was narrow. 
Most manufacturing consumers ap- 
peared to hold stocks sufficient for 
their requirements and their needs 
have also been curtailed by the not es- 
pecially active call for derived prod- 
ucts. However, prices were steady, be- 
ing already on the low side. 

Lime.—Distilled ‘oil failed on further 
price decline, but the market was still 
competitive and the call was light 
enough to make holders desirous of se- 
curing whatever business might come 
to the spot market. Expressed oil was 
steady as to price, but it, too, was not 
called fer in more than moderate quan- 
tities. 

Orange.— Values have become slight- 
ly steadier, but the market was still 
subject to the unsettlement that has 
been caused recently by the pressure 
of new crop stocks on the world mar- 
kets. The tendency seemed to be to 
hold aloof in expectation of further re- 
cessions in foreign shipment prices on 
new crop goods. Demand was light 
locally. 

Patchouli.—Replacement cables have 
not eased in the slightest. The mar- 
ket at the source continued to be ex- 
ceptionally firm in price and the high- 
er rates recently established have been 
paid on replacement material already. 
Local demand was not very active but 
in view of the moderate stocks avail- 
able, and the higher cost to replace 
the same, dealers had very firm views 
as to the value of spot goods. 

Peppermint.—No further develop- 
ment in prices was reported. The mar- 
ket for U.S.P. quality oil was very firm 
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and the quantities offered were not 
large. Holders of such oil had strong 
ideas as to values and were content 
to await an expected revival of con- 
suming requirements, holding quota- 
tions to an exceptionally firm basis in 
the meantime. Demand in local circles 
was not very active. 

Sage.—Consumption was very steady, 
volume being surprisingly good con- 
sidering the poor transportation facili- 
ties that have hampered the move- 
ment of merchandise into which this 
oil goes. Spot quotations on oil held 
very steady in all quarters. 

Sassafras.—Competition for business 
in artificial oil was keen and while 
prices lacked further change on the 
open market, they were not very steady 
at the levels quoted. Demand was 
routine. 

Spruce.—Stocks were low and could 
not be readily replaced as there has 
been little production in the primary 
market for some time past, nor is any 
early resumption of normal output 
from the stills expected at an early 
date. Prices were very firm on the 
basis of the recent rise. 

Sweet Birch.—Dealers 
banding their supplies, knowing full 
well that they cannot obtain normal 
replacements from the producers who 
are already far behind in meeting their 
eontract deliveries. Sales were be- 
ing studied carefully with a view to 
making the moderate stocks available 
on the spot go as far as possible. 


Aromatic Chemicals 


Amyl Acetate.—The variety used by 
manufacturing consumers buying aro- 
matic chemicals was in steady posi- 
tion and the price in bottles was $0c. 
per pound. Demand was fair. 

Benzaldehyde.—Trade in this item 
was about normal, although weather 
conditions have acted somewhat as a 
brake on sales activities; transporta- 
tion of finished products has _ been 
hampered, especially in the East and 
Middlewest. Prices were firm and un- 
dertones were steady. 

Benzylidene Acetone.—Business was 
mainly of jobbing description but in 
view of the steady cost to manufacture 
this material, the sales price on the 
same has remained, and still was last 
week, very firm. Competition was not 
very active during the period reviewed. 

Cinnamic Alcohol.— Business was 
about normal but it had a routine 
quality throughout the past week. 
Prices were about steady, although one 
quarter reported that competition had 
gained somewhat of late. 

Citral.—The price to be paid de- 
pended solely on quality of material 
required. Deliveries could be obtained 
for as little as $1.75 per pound and as

Solvents Hold Steady with Light 


Demands — Industrial Propane 


Cheaper in Certain Areas—Fuel Oils Active and Scarce 


— Gasoline Weak 


Manufacturing consumers’ needs of 
petroleum solvents and naphthas have 
moderated under another week of 
snows and low temperatures. Despite 
the slow call for deliveries against 
contracts and for spot replacements, 
the prices for petroleum thinners, 
v.m.&p. naphthas, Stoddard solvent 
and others in the industrial naphtha 
group have held quite steady at the 
advances that have been made over 
the past few weeks. The weakened 
position of the gasoline market has 
had no affect upon prices for naphtha 
cuts. The lighter fractions are also 
steady with the exception of industrial 
propanes which are available for ship- 
ment out of Group 3 into certain areas 
at markedly lower prices than for- 
merly. Butanes, hexanes and others 
in the lighter solvent class are quiet 
but firm. 


Fuel oils continue in the spotlight of 
the market. With heavy snows and 
constant cold ruling in the major part 
of the country since mid-January, the 
demand for fuel oils has been enor- 
mous and with more oil burning 
units in operation than ever before 
the “hard” Winter should result in 
record consumption of fuel oil this 
season. As a matter of fact the Mid- 
continent is so short of supply that it 
is predicted that another ten days of 
freezing temperatures on a widespread 
scale will result in a serious situa- 
tion. Refiners are already cutting into 
kerosene to produce burnable fuels 
and prices are pointing uniformly up- 
ward. Single cars may be picked up 
here and there in the Midcontinent 
but it is practically impossible to buy 
large quantities on the open market. 


At the same time the gasoline situa- 
tion is looking poorly. The stocks at 
the refineries have mounted up fas? 
and the latest A.P.I. estimate of stocks 
at refineries shows the largest total 
in the past few years. Prices have 
shown weakness in the Midcontinent 
but there were no breaks in the price 
elsewhere, 


Daily average production of crude 
oil in the United States for the week 
ended February 15 was 2,774,250 bar- 
rels, an increase of 10,500 barrels over 
the preceding week’s average of 2,763,- 
750 barrels, according to the estimate 
of the American Petroleum Institute 
which omits any oil that might have 
been produced _ surreptitiously. The 
daily average for four weeks ended 
February 15 was 2,793,500 barrels and 


the average at ths time a year ago 
was 2,567,500 barrels. Runs of crude 
oil to stills during the week ended 


February 15 were reported at 2,568,000 
barrels for 74 percent of operation, 
and according to the American Petrol- 
eum Institute 197,000 barrels per day 
additional were run through stills for 
a total of 2,765,000 barrels against 
2,760,000 barrels in the preceding week. 
Total stocks of crude oil on hand Feb- 
ruay 8 were 312,359,000 barrels against 
312,857,000 for the preceding week, ac- 
cording to the Bureau of Mines. 


















Solvents and Diluents 


Petroleum solvents and _ industrial 
naphthas continue along routine lines 
with the support of a very steady price 
structure. The softness in the Mid- 
continent gasoline situation has -not 
affected the solvent products at Group 
3. Prices stand at the advanced levels 
recently established. The demands 
from makers of industrial finishes are 
light compared with a few weeks ago, 
and as in the case of many other com- 
modities, weather conditions are 
blamed for the current slow movement 
toward consumption.

Prices for light and heavy sol- 
vents hold unchanged at the Midconti- 
nent refineries. 

Stoddard Solvent. — Moderate de- 
mands are reported as the market 
holds firmly at the advanced levels pre- 
viously reported. The tankwagon scale 








in Eastern and mid-Western cities 
holds its recent boost and tankcar 


prices at refinery points are described 
as being steady throughout. 


Vv. M. & P. Naphthas.—Conditions 
surrounding the market for this com- 
modity are similar to those affecting 
other petroleum solvents. The prices 
are quite steady at the recent advances 
in the tankcar and tankwagon markets 
and the demand is rather mild now 
because of the adversity of the weather.

prices would move up 2c. per gallon 
last week but it did not materialize as 
expected and may take place this week.

Paraffin. Waxes.—The scale wax

This represents an increase from 
2.40c. per pound a week ago. Semi- 
refined wax is quoted nominally around 
2%c. per pound with little or none 
available. The @emands for scale wax 
were active although not so active as 
in the few preceding weeks. Refiners 
are short of stocks and several are 
unable to take business for prompt 
or early March delivéry and there is 
considerable interest in forward posi- 
tion. The fully refined waxes have 
not changed their position but the mar- 
ket is very strong and it begins to 
look like the predicted rise around 
March will take place. 

TULSA, Feb. 19.—The demand for 
paraffin wax continues brisk, and quota- 
tions of 2%c. per pound for the 124-26 
American m.p. crude are expected to be 
replaced by 25c. in the coming week as 
the March supply is being rapidly 
absorbed. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 20.—Paraffin wax is 
in good demand and the tone of the mar- 
ket seems to be growing steadily with 
buyers making active inquiries and with 
sufficient material going out to keep 
stocks steadily declining. The inquiries 
are coming from varied sources, and buy- 
ers seem much interested. Ruling prices

Fuels and Lubricants 


Fuel oils continued to occupy the 
spotlight position of the market. Prices 
for heating oils have not changed be- 
yond the advanced levels established a 
few weeks ago, but the sellers who 
have stocks have no difficulty in mov- 
ing them at the full asking levels of 
the market. The consumption of fuel 
and furnace oils this year will likely 
exceed that of any previous season in 
the industry’s history. The gasoline 
market is quiet, but the East Coast 
bulk market escaped the price weak- 
ness that was reported from the Mid- 
eontinent last week. Stocks of gaso- 
line are increasing at the refineries, 
and, unless weather. conditions turn 
toward the favor of motorists, the low 
consumption may affect the price struc- 
ture here. Pennsylvania cylinder oils 
were raised last week, but bright 
stocks and neutrals were untouched. 


Tankwagon Price Changes 


TRENTON.—lIndependent marketers of 
gasoline advanced tankwagon and retails 
gasoline prices lc. per gallon in Trenton, 
February 20. The move follows a recent 
reduction of 1c, and returns the market 
to its “normal” position. 


Market Conditions 


Gasoline.—The East Coast refinery 
market held aloof from the situation at 
the Midcontinent where a heavy pile- 
up of stocks caused some price weak- 
ness. Another week of cold and poor 
motoring weather held demand for 
gasoline down to a low point and the 
latest statistics compiled by the Amer- 
ican Petroleum Institute show an in- 
crease in stocks of 1.794,000 barrels in 
a single week and the total on hand at 
refineries rose to 40,587,000 barrels. 
Deliveries out of Eastern refineries 
were small. Transportation facilities 
continue very unfavorable. Prices here 
continue at 6%c. per gallon for U.S. 
motor, 62-63 octane; Tc. per gallon for 
U.S. motor, 65 octane; and 7.55c. per 
gallon for branded gasoline at the re- 
fineries. The Gulf export market con- 
tinues in a steady position with quo- 
tations as follows:—U.S. motor, 5c. 
per gallon; 60-62, 400 e.p., 5ic. to 55%c. 
per gallon; 60-62, 390 e.p., 55¢c. to 5%4e. 
per gallon; and 64-66, 375 e.p., 5%c. to 
6c. per gallon 

Kerosene.—The demand continues 
heavy but the prices have not changed. 
Stocks at the refinery points are suffi- 
cient to cover the market’s demands 
and quotations for tankcar quantities 
of the 41-43 water white article re- 
main at 54c. to 5%c. per gallon, basis 
refinery. The export market remains 
unchanged at 3%c. per gallon for prime 
white and 44c. per gallon for water 
white. 

Fuel and Gas Oils.—Heating oil de- 
mands continued very heavy. Prices 
have not moved since the advances

about an unprecedented demand for the 
heavier oil and reduced consumption of 
lights oils to the lowest level in several 
years. The largest refiners, despite the 
fact that they have increased the produc- 
tion of burning oils by cutting into their 
kerosene production are turning down 
possible sales. Should the cold wave 
sweeping the country last another ten 
days unquestionably a serious shortage 
of burning oils would develop. Stocks at 
jobbers and refiners points have been 
practically eliminated and the only ‘source 
of supply is the current daily production. 

Prices for burning oils are mostly 
nominal in the spot Market. There is of 
course some increase in trading but or- 
ders for any large quantity are impossible 
to fill. One of the largest refiners re- 
marked that it would be impossible for 
him to fill a ten car order in the spot 
market this week. 

This week demand for tractor distillates 
became quite brisk. It is believed that 
it represents current increase in consump- 
tion due to the necessity of clearing roads 
and city streets from the accumulation 
of the snowfalls of the past week, al- 
though some demand in anticipation of a 
very tight kerosene market is believed to 
be developing. 

The situation is ouite in contrast in 
gasoline which is yielding in price as 
stocks are reaching the highest ever re- 
corded by the weekly estimates, of the 
American Petroleum Institute. One 
must go back to the record breaking level 
of the Winter and Spring of 1930 to find 
statistics comparable with those of this 
week. The demand for burning oils has 
stimulated refinery runs to a level that 
is taxing storage capnacitv. Some of the 
smaller refiners in the Midcontinent are 
loading gasoline in tankcars on the tracks 
and these will probably appear in the 
market very soon as distressed material. 

Following the position of the various 
products of the refined oil market on the 
basis of group three Oklahoma markets. 

GASOLINE (refined).—Quotations are 
vielding because of the lack of demand 
and in the resale market some offerings 
of the U. S. motor and the 400 e.v. grades 
are being made at 4%c. a gallon, one- 
eighth lower than last week. The higher 
octane grades are also beine shaded. Be- 
cause of the increasing stocks several re- 
fineries in the East Texas are shutting 
down. 

KEROSENE.—Although there is no 
change in prices the tone of this market 
is the best that has been found at this 
time in several vears. Quotations vary 
from 35¢c. for the 41 grade to 4c. for the 
42 product. The tractor fuel of 40-42 
grade for which a very brisk demand is 
in evidence this week is quoted at 4c. 
and the 43-45 is quoted at 4%c. per 
gallon. 

DISTILLATES. — Prices are purely 
nominal in this market. Quotations 
range from 3%c. for the 3°-36 gerade to 
4c. for the 28-49 gerade but only small 
orders are being filled in the snot market. 
The contract market is also being taxed. 

FUEL OILS.—These products are re- 
flectine increased demand of other burn- 
ing oils and stocks are being rapidly de- 
creased. The zero grades are of course 
higher but the most strength in the low- 
est grades of fuels of low gravities which 
are variously quoted from a bottom of 
75c. per barrel upward depending upon 
the prade. 

Chicago, Feb. 20.—Interest in the tank- 
ear petroleum market situation is 
centered almost exclusively in the fuel 
oils, at the expense of gasoline. Buving 
of all erades of cold weather fuel have 
assumed almost unprecedented propor 
tions. stimulated bv cold weather. On 
the other hand, gasoline is listless. Snow 
bound roads are keeping gasoline con 
sumption at an extremely low level. 
Kerosene is assuming much streneth, be 
ine desired by both sellers and those wh 
normally are regular buvers. ‘The in 
dustrial gas oil situation shows tightness.

Weather Conditions Delay Seasonal Progress—Dullness Continues 
Outstanding — Prices Are Nominal on Lack of Trade — 
Mixed Goods Prices May Be Favored by Cold Spell 


The agricultural chemicals market 
continued in the grip of unusually cold 
temperatures and spent another week 
of lifelessness. Mixed goods lie idle 
on the floors and the already late sea- 
son promises almost record tardiness. 
Temperatures have moderated in the 
deep South, but continual rains delay 
soil preparation. Georgia, Alabama, 
the Carolinas and the lower Mississippi 
valley area soils have not been tilled 
and more northerly points are still 
blanketed with snow. By now first 
plantings should be in the ground as 
far north as the Eastern Shore, but 
even with the best of a break in weath-

er conditions, activity at that point is 
a few weeks off. As the unseasonal 
weather extends its stay from week to 
week there is more and more of a lean- 
ing toward the belief that the weather 
may be a blessing in disguise to the 
fertilizer manufacturing industry, for 
when the temperatures moderate there 
will doubtless be a rush demand for 
mixed goods and the baiting for price 
concessions—which is expected—is 
likely to be overlooked and held sec- 
ondary to the anxiety for prompt de- 
liveries of goods. 

Mineral ammoniates, potashes 
other commodities sold on 
prices hold in a firm position. Organic 
ammoniates have not shown much 
fluctuation and selling values are more 
or less nominal because of the lack of 
trading over the past several weeks. 
Brokers and dealers in organics are 
not pushing the market very hard, and 
are not inclined toward concessions as 
a means toward activating things.

Ammoniates 
Nitrate of Soda.—The market con- 


tinues idle and stands little chance for 
improvement until weather conditions 
improve. Temperatures have mod- 
erated in the deep South but heavy 
rains have exercised further delay in 
the preparation of the soi., Snows and 
low temperatures continue in the more 
northerly markets and there is no in- 
terest in nitrate or other fertilizer ma- 
terial purchase. Prices continue in a 
steady position at the established 
schedule, 

Sulphate of Ammonia.—There was 
no change from the conditions that 
prevailed a week ago. Weather con- 
ditions continue to work against the 
market’s favor and little material 
moves out of the mill points these 
days. The market continues firm at 
the established price schedule. Steel 
mill operations are> over a 
cent mark and _ by-produet ilphate 
production is estimated to be running 
comfortably over the rate of 50,000 
tons per month. The demand has been 
slow for several weeks running and 
under ordinary conditions the statisical 
position of the market might seem un- 
healthy but students of the market are 
quite certain that there is a lot of buy- 
ing to be done for this season and 
none has been swayed from the belief 
that the market will be tight when 
dry mixers and spot buyers come in 
for Spring requirements. 

Castor Pomace.—There has _ been 
little interest in this article during re- 
cent weeks. Prices are more or less 
nominal because of the lack of trading

Potashes 
Quiet continued to dominate the 
market. Buyers appear comfortably 


fixed for their estimated requirements 
for the first part of the season, having 
bought in good tonnage when the dis- 
counts were available. Little potash 
has been sold since the expiration of 
the discounts and little change from 
present conditions may be expected 
until weather conditions are changed 
and the spot or fill-in business comes 
to the market. There is not much ex- 
port activity and resellers who had 
heen active in that direction earlier in 
the season have not been heard from, 
The potash market’s long suit at this 
time is its price steadiness. List fig- 
ures cannot be beaten in any direction.

There is no activity 
list of phosphate crudes. 
phate is markedly quiet. Production 
continues in seasonal volume but the 
movement out of acidulating points is 
very small; some plants have been 
more or less ice-bound in recent weeks. 
Phosphate rock lacks the excitement of 
several weeks ago. Bone materials are 
very quiet. 

Bone Materials.—Precipitated bone 
phosphate is quiet and other bone 
products are also dull. There has been 
no change in the prices for imported 
or domestic bones. 

Phosphate Rock.—This commodity 
lacks the market excitement of some 
weeks ago. Virtually the entire trade 
has been booked under contract, some 
of them for long periods at the low 
prices that resulted from the price war 
of several weeks ago. Competitive sell- 
ing seems to have ceased in the do- 
mestic market but it has been reported 
that one seller has served notice of 
resignation from the export group. A 
cargo of rock out of Tampa for Rot- 
terdam was lost at sea last week. 

Superphosphate.—The market is very 
slow at this time both as-regards new 
business and withdrawals against con- 
tracts that were booked last Summer. 
The price situation is more or less nor- 
mal on the basis of business. 


Sulphur and Pyrites 


Sulphur produciion in Texas during 
the final quarter of 1935 totaled 374,276 
tons, the largest quarterly production 
since the first quarter of 1931. This 
total compared with 352,689 tons in the 
preceding quarter and 293,025 tons in 
the final quarter of 1934. Louisiana 
production in the final quarter of 1935 
was 126,406 long tons against 130,821 
long tons for the preceding quarter 
and 41,270 tons in the final calendar 
quarter of 1934. The aforementioned

Production ot sulphur in Texas dur- 
ing 1935 was 1,253,813 tons, larger than 
for any years since 1931. This total 
compared with 1,187,679 tons in 1934; 
1,082,681 tons in 1933; 875,946 tons iu 
1932; and 2,023,052 tons in 1931. The 
Louisiana output for 1935 was 373,283 
tons. 


Markets at Other Centers 


Atlanta, Feb. 19.—Weather conditions 
still hold the fertilizer business in a state 
of paralysis in the South. Until rains 
cease and the soil is in condition to be 
broken, fertilizers will not begin to move 
out from the factories and until this oc- 
curs, fertilizer materials will not be pur- 
chased to meet the remainder of the needs 
of the season. This condition is making 
a late fertilizer situation in the South. 

Only light sa'es of nitrate of soda and 
sulphate of ammonia are reported for the 
current week. Incuiries are not develop- 
oping interest in other materials at pres- 
ent. 

Fertilizer material dealers are still look- 
ing for an increase in demand in spite of 


legislation that is to control crop. pro- 
duction and in spite of weather inter- 
ference with preparation of the land. 

Of particular interest in fertilizer cir- 


cles concerning the T.V.A. decision is 
whether superphosphates manufactured by 
the Federal government at Muscle Shoals 
will now be sold instead of donated to 
farmers, and particularly whether pro- 
duction of federal phosphates will be 
stepped up.
